Chief Execulive Aways 
Carries a Gun. 


[BY DIRBCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


ARDINER Mont) April 11.—fEx- 
G clus.ve Dispatch. ] President Roose- 
velt is hunting mountain lions to- 
day on Slough Creek. In company 
with Maj. Pitcher, the acting superin- 
tendent of the park, and a guard of 
soldiers, he left Fort Yellowstone on 
Thursday morning for Yancey’s, fif- 
teen miles east of Mammoth Hot 
Springs, from where he went to 
Slough Creek. There are more elk 
and deer in this vicinity than in any 
other portion of the park, and where 
the big game is most numerous there 
are also to be found the most moun- 
tain lions. The Presiden: will un- 
doubtedly bag a few lions, although It 
is not known here whether he has 
secured any as yet. He will also get 
plenty of opportunity to shoot a few 
wolves, as there are many of the big 
gray fellows in that section. 
The President left Fort Yellowstone 
in excellent spirits. He was to have 
ridden a fine bay Kegtuc thorough- 
bred, purchased recently by H. W. 
Child, president of the Yellowstone 
Park Company, which controls the 
transportation and. hotel business in 
the park, but the animal is sick, and 
a fine troop horse, one of the anl- 
mals from the Gray Troop, was sub- 
stituted. 
No member of the President's party 
accompanied bim to Yancey’s. The 
trip was not an especially difficult 
one, as the soldiers had broken a 
trail through the Yellowstone. The 
snow is not extremely deep, and no 
especial difficulty was experienced in 
reaching Yancey’s. 
From Yancey’s the President will 
probably visit the lower falls. The sol- 
diers have broken a trail there. Lower 
Falls is five miles up the river from 
Yancey’s. There are a great number 
of elk and deer in that section also. It is 


in the vicinity of Slou Creek that 
Death Gulch is located, d it is under- 
stood the President ntemplates a 


visit to that strange cafion. The snow 
is deep in that vicinity. 

The weather was fairly good when 
the President left Fort Yellowstone on 
Thursday morning, but it turned bad 
yesterday. It has been snowing heav- 
ily Since and has turned cold. Those 
who have been in the park many sea- 
sons say that the weather is worse 
“now than it was ever before so far as 
white men know, at this time of the 
year. It is snowing heavily today. The 
wind is not blowing, however, and it 
is not thought that the snow will drift 
to any great extent. The President 
and his guard will have no special dif- 
ficulty in reaching Fort Yellowstone, as 
the distance is not great, and a good 
trail has been broken. 

The President Gnd Maj. Pitcher wil! 
return to Fort Yellowstone on Tues- 
day, if the Chief Executive carries out 
his present plans. He willtleave imme. 
diately on a tour of the park. It is 
his intention to go through to the lake. 
The snow will make the trip more dif- 
ficult than Was anticipated, but it is 
understood that the President proposes 
to make it if he has to travel on skis 
most of the way. No one will accom- 
pany the Presider through the park 
except the soldiers. 
| The President today hunted at a 
point on Slough Creek about twenty- 
five miles from Yancey'’s. Under no 
circumstances will he shoot elk, deer 
or any other animals protected by the 
rules and regulatjons of the park. 

Secretary Loeb received no word from | 
the President today. 


GUN IN POCKET. 
VANSANT PUT ON WRONG COAT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
ST. PAUL (Minn.) April 11.—-[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] President Roosevelt 
carries a “gun.” Gov. Vangant found 
it on bith. In spite of the provision 
for his protection afforded in the body- 
guard of Secret Service men con8tantly 
attending him wherever he may 80, 
and the police preparations for his per- 
sonal safety, every time he appears in 
public, the President evidently believes 
in being armed himself as the best of

Later, when all were 
about to start for the drive, the "Goy- 
ernor happened to run his hand into 
the pocket of the overcoat into which 
he had been assisted, and in much 
surprise he called out: “Hullo Dave, 
this is not my coat. This one has a 
big un in the pocket of it.”

Noses With Their Fingers in the 
United States.

PARIS, Apri! 11.—f{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] Mascagni has arrived in Paris, 
blazing with indignation againet ver- 
tain individuals in United States, but 
full of admiration for many traits of 


American life. 


There is a kind of musical Monroe 
doctftine over there, said the composer 
today, “which I firmly believe was the 
real cause of my failure. Foreigners 
are not desired by the musical frater- 
nity of the United States, unless they 
should happen to be insignificant cho; us 
conductors, or faney singers. Firat- 
class composers are doomed in ad- 
vance.” 

Mascagni said that the beginning of 
his trouble was his having refused to 
play at a fashionable club ln New 
York for $10,000. This was aggravated 
by his further refusal to appear on the 
vaudeville stage to lecture on the trou. 
bles of his early life. “Thereafter,” 
said the composer, “I was cordially 
hated everywhere.” 

He said: “San Francisco is the most 
musical town in the United States. 
After my concerts in San Francisco 
next October I will check my baggage 
fram. there through to. Paris, Then I 
shell have no trouble whatever. It 
makes me laugh to speak of America | 
as a free country.” 

Mrs. Mascagni added: “I see not 
laughable. Americans blow their n 
with their fingers, and that is unpar- 
donable.”’

ASHINGTON, April 11.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Indications now 
are that before the end of next 

week the United States government 
will be in the midst of conducting an 
investigation of the coal trust to see 
whether it can get sufficient evidence 
with which the Department of Justice 
can go before the courts, as it did in 
the case of Ahe Northern Securities 
Company. 

An investigation of the coal trust, 
as it affects coal-carrying roads, will 
be started by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which will bave hearings 
to find out along what lines the coal 
roads operate and how they contrive 
to keep competitors out of the coal 
business by juggling freight ra ges. The 
commission will act in a judicial ca- 
pacity in this case, which may furnish 
a basis for a more thorough investiga- 
tion by the commission and the presen- 
tation of evidence to the Department 
of Justice for proceedings under the 
anti-trust law. 

This hearing by the commission has 
given rise to the report that the At- 
torney-General is preparing to proceed 


trust. This is at the 
ment of Justice. The dep 
considering other raiiwa 
is getting ready to meet the Norther 
Securities Company before the Supreme 
Court. The present case against the 
coal roads is simply a hearing by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of 
complaints prepared by private indi- 
viduals. se complaints were filed 
last tall{ but in such a way as not to 
complicate the situation or interfere 
with the Anthracite Arbitration Com- 
mission. The hearing was postponed 
until after the report of the Arbitration 
Commission should be completed. The 
postponement was by agreement and 
the hearing will now take place. 


TREASURY SHAKE-UP. 


SHAW WANTS GOOD MEN. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—-[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Secretary Shaw re- 
turned this morning from New York, 
where he has been on business for sev- 
eral days. He announced he would 
take no action at present on any 
changes in the departMent which are 
now pending, owing to _ resignations 
and some shake-ups at New York and 
Chicago where, it is said, he is deter- 
mined to have more efficient forces. 
The Secretary said would meet the 
President in Iowa and consult with him 
regarding the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to Assistant Secretary Ailes. 

Although the Secretary said he was 
too busy with his mail to talk politics 
today, he paused long enough to say: 
“My friend Landis is too zealous in my 
behalf. 

The remark was provoked by a pub- 
lic speech of Representative Landis of 
Indiana, at Waterloo, Iowa, in which 
he said he believed President Roose- 
velt's running mate would be Leslie 
M. Shaw, Secretary of the Treasury. 

The Secretary has made !t plain that 
he desires none of his friends to take 
liberties with his name in that direc- 
tion. It is known that he has certain 
ideas in regard to the Treasury De- 
partment. He wants to work them out 
before he leaves. 

The story is generally circulated by 
friends of the administration that the 
financial programme of the Secretary 
of the Treasury is entirely concurred in 
by the President. This is to counteract 
the recently-published story to the ef- 
fect that the President rebuked Secre- 
tary Shaw for his radical changes in 
the Treasury Department and certain 


financtal mov es which had been dubbed 
“experiments.”

LONDON, April 11.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The rat plague in this city 
has not abated for many years. Rats 
have lived and multiplied in the shore- 
ditch, nurtured by the best of food in 
the snuggest of homes. But an active 
campaign is now being waged against 
them. The supplies have been cut 
off, and the homes broken up of the 
most prosperous ratteries in London, 
with the result that the rats are in 
open rebellion, and are demonstrating 
in force daily. 

The head and center of official 
Ssoreditch is Town Hal, Old Street, 
E. C. The camp of the enemy is 
immediately opposite. To make room 
for the new police court, which is to 
suceed Worship Hall street, a series of 
buildings have been marked down for 
destruction in Old Street. Familiar 
almshouses have gone; four shops ad- 
joming are in process of demolition, 
and at the corner, premises long 
used as a restaurant have been vacated 
in view of the housebreakers’ advent. 

All these operations have con- 
tributed to what amounts to a serious 
disturbance of rodents. From the 
almshouses to the shops, from the shops 
to the restaurant, they crowded, and 


of food supplies, they are literally 
savage with hunger. They roam in 
swarms over the deserted eating house, 
seeking the shadow of visionary 
crumbs, licking and gnawing the wood- 
work for food. 

They pursue their vain quest in open 
daylight, and such crowds of idlers 
collect about the shop front to witness 
their hunt, that special police ar- 
rangements have had to be made to 
guard against obstruction of traffic.

CONSUMERS MUST PAY OR FIRMS 
WILL GO TO WALL. 
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Manufacturers Sailing Between the 
Scylla of Higher Prices for Raw Ma- 
terials and the Charybdis of the Ex- 
actions of Labor Unions. ;

CHICAGO, April 11. [Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Trade unionism has become 
so strong in the West. especially in 
Chicago, and organizations have now 
been perfected to such an extent that 
they are really in complete control of 
the situation. 

In the building trades, where most 
of the strikes occur, the men and em- 
ployers have agreed upon a new 
scale, which involves the payment of 
$1,500,000 more in wages for this 
year, than was paid during 1902. All 
lines of trade have experienced de- 
mands for advanced wages and shorter 
hours, and these have been acceded 
to in a majority of instances, or com- 
promises have been made. The furni- 
ture workers who went on strike a 
week ago, calling out 2000 union men 
and affecting 2000 more, have com- 
promised by accepting a nine-hour day 
with ten hours’ pay, which is equal 
tc an advance of 10 per cent. in 
wages, and the men have returned to 
work. 

Briefly summed up, the situation is 
that, whereas a week ago 10,000 men 
were Out on strike, now there are less 
than 5000, most of them tanners and 
moulding and picture-frame makers, 
who are likely to have their troubles 
well toward an adjustment within a 
few days. 

The situation thus compares favor- | 
ably with a year ago, and no serious

WEYMOUTH (Eng) April 11.-{By 
Atiantic Cable.] The first contest to- 
day of the challenger for the America's 
cup under actual racing conditions was 
distinctly disappointing to those who 
exulted so much at the result of the 
preliminary trials. The Shamrock I 
won on her handicap allowance, the 
new craft only beating her six and one- 
half minutes over a course thirty-four 
miles long. On the first half of the 
course challenger outsailed the 
older boat handsomely, but in the 
fresher wind on the second turn she 
Aid little more than hold her own. This 
was only partially explained by a fluke 
of wind which favored Shamrock 
I and enabled her to gain considerable 
ground on the second beat. 

The course was altered today to one 
of thirty-four miles instead\ of forty- 
two miles as announced yesterday. 
The starting line was off Portland, 
thence easterly to a mark off Lulworth 
Cove and back the mouth of 
Weymouth Bay to a mark boat off 
Portiand, and thence home, twice 
around. 

A fine, fresh west-southwest breeze 
of sufficient strength to cause the 
yachts under club topsails to heel over 
and make fast sailing, was biowing 
as the two Shamrocks maneuvered for 
position. During the jockeying, Sham- 
rock III proved both faster and 
handier, and Capt. Wringe had easily 
the better of the start.

The yachts quickly squared away, set 
spinnakers, and the new boat imme- 
diately opened out, constantly increas- 
ing her lead from her opponent as 
they ran towards Lulworth Cove.

In twenty minutes’ 
running, the challenger gained two 
minutes.

Throughout the resf of the run the 
new boat continued prove that she 
was much faster than the older boat 
down the wind.

Dropping their spinnakers the boats 
luffed. and came on the wind for the 
beat to windward across the bay to- 
ward Portland.

Shamrock III was a mile ahead and 
dead to windward. q 
The breeze treshened a Hittle, and 


both yachts traveled at a fine pace, 
the challenger apparently reveling in the 
stronger wind. 

When they turned the mark off Port- 
land Shamrock III had a lead of over 
six minutes on less than twelve miles 
sailing. The times at Portland 
mark were: 

Shamrock III, 11:40:20. 

Shamrock I, 11:46:35. 

Thence a broad, easy reach brought 
the boats héme, and on this point of 
sailing Shamrock I held her own. 

first round was finished as fol- 
lows: 

Shamrock III, 11:57:18. 

Shamrock I, 12:03:23. 

The challenger’s showing on the 
reach was disappointing. On the sec- 
ond run down the wind to the Lulworth 
cove mark, the old boat had somewhat 
of an advantage by bringing up a 
fresher breeze, and Shamrock III was 
only able to make a minute and a half 
between the marks. The timings at 
Lulworth Cove were: 

Shamrock III. 12:41:58. 

Shamrock I, 12:48.30. 

Shamrock I was fouled by a steamer 
yacht when half way through the sec- 
ond ruh to Lulworth Cove. Her spin- 
naker boom and the.steam yacht's bow- 
spit were both carried away, but 
Shamrock I escaped other injury and 
continued the race. The accident was 
of little disadvantage to her, as Sham- 
rock III's spinnaker was immediately 
doused in order to make the conditions 
even. 

With only a beat to the mark off 
Portiand, and a reach home to sail, the 
challenger had still two and a if 
minutes’ handicap against her. The 
yachts had a hard wind and some sea 
during the beat. and they laid down 
handsomely to their work, with lee 
rails under.

In beating for the mark off Portiand, 
Capt. Wringe did not appear to drive

| keeping her into every eye of the wind,

LILIES. 


Local Church Decorations 
Never So Lavish. 


or 
in Dainty Designs. 
Loving Hands Completed Their 
Work Last Night— Ready 
for Easter. 


Yesterday all ways led to the sanctu- 
ary. A eprig of green here, a tiny 
flower there, scattered from the arms 
of hundreds of bearers, marked out the 
road and told the story. Even if one 
had not cared to in upon those 
who wrought, he could well imagine 
the beautiful fabric taking shape at 
every altar. 

Last night everything was in readi- 
ness. The last blossom had been 
placed, the stray fragments gathered 
up, and when the sun arose this morn- 
ine it shone in through the myriad 

windows upon a scene of 
‘fieral spiendor that has never been 
gurpassed—even in this favored clime. 

In the Church of the Ascension, Epis- 
Copal, on Boyle Heights, the altar is 
Wecorated in Easter lilies, the other 
part of the sanctuary in Lady Banksia 
and prairie roses and the rest is in 
calla lilies and green. The entire walls 
ef the chance! are covered with Bank- 

roses. The Waster festival will be 

id at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Boyle Heights Methodist Church is 


with garniture of pepper 

smilax. The prominent 
feature in the scheme is a large cross 
of white roses occupying the wall in 
the rear of the pulpit. The Sunday- 
echool Easter concert will be held at 
7:30 in the evening. 

First Congregational Church, at 
Sixth and Hill streets, is mainly dec-

the rostrum, being banked in a heavy | 
be! of smilax. Palms, ferns and rare 
pDiants have been placed in lavish pro- 
fusion all over the rostrum, while 
the pulpit is buried in greenery with 
a faint tracing of tiny roses. Th 
choir rail is covered with banksfa 
roses and smilax, and the supporting 
columns of the gallery are sheathed in 
tall date-palm leaves, cap with 
lilies and ferns. 
Westlake Methodist Episcopal Church 
furnishes something of an innovation 
in its décorations. The front of the 
platform which occupies a corner of 
the auditorium, is spanned by an arch 
of smilax decorated with white bridal 
wreath. Extending from the arch back 
to the wall are many delicate festoons 
of smilax and asparagus fern, forming 
an arbor. Within are four white doves 
suspended on invisible strings, giving 
the idea of their being in full flight, 
and each bears in its claws a sprig of 
roses. A solid terrace of calla lilies 
runs across the rear of the platform, 
extending well up against the rear 
wall. The total effect, taken in at a 
glance, is that of four white doves 
fiying from a fairy's grotto. Their spe- 
clal Easter service will be held at 3:30 
this afternoon. 
HANGING LIKE BELLS. 
The floral scheme in St. Paul's Pro- 
Cathedral involves the entire interior. 
The altar presents an artistic effect in 
its rare decoration of Easter lilies, 
hanging like snowy bells from their 
graceful stems. The pulpit is hidden in 
airy sprags of Lady Banksia roses, 
while the entire front of the chance] is 
hidden behind an artistic arrangement 
of bridal wreath. There are two ex- 
quisite crosses wrought in white car- 
nations with a garniture of maiden- 
hair fern. The sixteen pillars of the 
auditorium are twined with Engli 
ivy and the siyteen stained window 
are banked with various varieties ot 
flowers and fol „A children’s 
Easter festival will be held in the 
evening. 
Calla lilies are exploited to their full- 
est in the First English Lutheran 
Church. The atar-crypt, at the rear 
of the chancel, is filled with an im- 
mense and graceful bunch four feet 
in diameter: other large bunches are 
arranged about the chancel, and there

meatiy decorated in bridal wreath and 
smilax, 


are two large crosses of the same 
snowy blooms. A gauzy screen ot 
studded with marguerites, 
through which a gateway leads to the 
altar, gives a pretty effect. There 
are also several fine designs in roses. 
The children will render a choral serv- 
ice, Resurrection Morn,” at 7:30 in 
the evening. 

Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in seeking out the feathery 
wild-mustard for the main portion of 
its decoration, has something unique. 
The delicate yellow spires are ex- 
ploited with much taste and fine ef- 
fect, in a half-dozen large clumps. 
Two large urns of bridal wreath, with 
white iris in the center, are exception- 
ally handsome pieces. Masses of roses, 
callas and  follage, advantageously 
placed, complete the fine effect. The

At Simpson Auditorium, where the 
Independent Church of Christ Vor- 
ships, there are arches of palm 


branches and pillars of.callas. A large 
plece on the left of the platform, made 
up entirely of white and purple iris, 
is one of the most beautiful to de 
seen anywhere. Many roses are also 
used in the general scheme, with good 


taste. 
OTHER EFFECTS. 

“Christ Is Risen, arched in white 
and green over the pulpit in the First 
Baptist Church, is the first thing to 
attract the gaze as one enters the 
church. The baptismal font to the 
right. with 4 fron of ten feet, is 
hidden by a te-Hke growth ef bam- 
boo and callas. A large cross of 
callas, between tall plumes of foliage 


@ecorating. and closely rival each other 
for the honor of first place. This year | 
both have probably surpassed their 
Previous records, as to quantity and 
harmonious arrangement of foral dis- 
play. it is hard to teil which should 
take the prize. 

St. John's parish seems to have laid 
the greatest stress on superlatively 
dainty effect, using their blossoms and 
greenery with consuinmate skill. so 
that in the whole church there should 
be not one bud or leaf which should 
have been differently disposed. Christ 
(brenn, on the other hand, has de- 
pende? on stunning masses of rare

Dewtidering profusion of all the more 
cemimen vaneties. For striking effect 
ahd rich benuty, (Christ Church. prob- 
gy With not be equaled today by any 
in Boutherna California. 

St. Johns this year is more beautiful 
mere in line with ecclesiastical 
arehitecture than during preceding 
Easter. The little Gothic edifice on 
Adams street lends itself admirabiy 
t artistic decoration, and the whole 
Duliding seems a field of callas in an 
@vergreen setting. On entering. the ef- 
fect of grouping bunches of three lilies 
at the ends and centers of the pews 


Catches the eye at once. Columns of 
Smilax capped with callas adorn the 
pillars.

WEST GLENDALE SALOON. 


Supervisor Patterson Says the Law 
Was Followed and No Agreement Vio, 
lated—Restaurant License. 


Residents of West Glendale and Trop- 
ico or a very considerable number of 
them, are up in arms over the action 
of the Board of Supervisors in grani- 
ing a restaurant liquor license to Anton 
Stearns of West Glendale. This, they 
believe, is a violation of the promise 
made some time prier to the last gen- 
eral election by which the Supervisors 
agreed not to grant any liquor licens» 
in precincts of the county where a ma- 
jority of the votes at that election were 
casi against the granting of such U- 
cense. 

Supervisor Patterson, who represents 
the Glendale precinct is blamed for the 
existence of the Stearns saloon in that 
district; and is, therefore, charged by 
his constituents with having trans- 
cended his authority, in common with 
other members of the board who voted 
for the granting of the license. and 
with having overridden the wishes of 
the best people of the district he rep- 
resents, 

It seems, however, that a misappre- 
hension exists regarding the scope of 
the ordinance by which the Supervisors 
are governed in such cases. The u- 
cense held by Anton Stearns is a res- 
tavrant liquor license. Ordinance No. 
65 provides that restaurant, hotel and 
druggists’ licenses may be granted at 
the pleasure of the Supervisors regard- 
less of any local sentiment on the sub- 
ject.

Building Industry Unaffected— 
Carriage “Mekers Defy 
Labor Dic ots. 


Humiliation for union la bor agitators 
was the feature of the strike situation 
yesterday. There was no paralysis of 
industry following the strike order of 
the Building Trades Council; instead, 
there is likelihood that some of the af- 
filiated organizations will withdraw 
from the Trades Council and disrupt 
that body. Satisfied union workmen 
refused to obey the order of the agi- 
tators, calling strikes on all jobs where 
non-union men are employed, and the 
threatened wave of dissatisfaction 
tufned out to be nothing more than u 
ripple. 

Many of the men who struck Friday 
in obedience to the order of the ild- 
ing Trades Council resumed work! yes- 
terday, principal among them being the 
plumbers and the union p!asterers prob- 
ably will resume tomorrow. 

At the Builders’ Exchange, which is 
headquarters for the general contract- 
ors of the city, it was reported that not 
one important job had been tied up as 
a result of the strike. Secretary John 
R. Kline of the Builders’ Exchange 
made a canvass among members of 
that organization, and vas unable to 
find that they suffered in the least from 
th? action of the Building Trades Coun- 
ell. 

“Contractors say they are not ex- 
periencing any trouble,” said Mr. 
Kline. “They have all the men they 
need, and there are daily applications 
at headquarters from mechanics who 
desire work. The city is full of men 
seeking positions and they would step 
at once into positions abandoned by 
strikers. The fact of the matter is 
that union men have not obey#d the 
strike order to any appreciable extent. 
A fair illustration is had on one job 
where twenty-three men were em- 
ployed. Of this number only three 
left work. Wages are satisfactory in 
the leading trades, and the majority 
of union men are 98 They 
can't be stampeded by handful of 
agitators, especially at à time like this, 
when there is no reason for striking. 
Contractors have no apprehension that 
this is anything more than a puff of 
wind created by a few walking dele- 
gates, whose judgment tenet 
by the men they pretend to lead.” 

The Building Trades Council is crit- 
iciséd severely by union men for or- 
dering the strike in violation of its by- 
laws. According to the rules that gov- 
ern such cases, the proposition to strike 
should be referred to each separate or- 
ganization in the council and an affirm- 
ative vote of two-thirds is necessar 
to make it effective. Disregarding this 
provision, the Gray-Biddle-Hay com- 
bination took the matter into their 
own hands and ordered the strike. 

Indicative of the temper of the men, 
the carpenters employed on the Bry- 
son Block, who struck a few days ago 
on account of the employment of non- 
union’ men, voted at a meeting Thurs- 
Gay night to return to work Friday 
morning, and would have done so had 
not the Bullding Trades Council barred 
them. The plasterers, too, disapprove 
the aciion taken, and at a meeting 
Tuesday night they will consider the 
advisability of withdrawing from the 
Building Trades Council, 

Simmered down, the situation stahds 
thus: A small number of union men, 
probably less than 150, have left good 
positions and their places have been 
filled by non-union men; a large num- 
ber who struck have returned to work, 
satisfied with their condition, and work 
on all buildings Is progressing with- 
oul interruption. 

REBUFF FOR AGITATORS. 
In a search for more trouble, med- 
dlesome union agitators nave run into 
a nest of hornets in the form of the 
Makers’ Association, 
whtch has been formed to combat the 
attacks of the smal! band of aliens who 
are attempting to dictate the policy 
not only of workmen, but of. employ- 
ers. The association members have 
issued a statement, in which they de- 
cline absolutely to treat with the un- 
jons, or with the agitators, and, in 
the language of the street, the latter 


are “over a barrel.“ 
Some time ago the agitators: ap- 
proached proprietors of local shops 


where carriages are made and repaired, 
demanding that they reduce the length 
of their work day from nine to eight 
hours, with no reduction in salary: 
also that journeymen be paid $3 and 
helpers $2 per day. This demand was 
refused in almost every instance, 
Three shops were declared untalr“ 
those of Ed Lloyd. Pike & Knox, and 
the Parrott Manufacturing Company. 
Cards were issued, requesting the pub- 
lic to withheld its patronage from 
these shops, and the agitators began 
thir usual harassing tactics In an 
effort to unionize the shops. Their at- 
tempts not only falled, but resulted in 
a meeting of all master carriage 
mikers, at which the protective assao- 
clition was formed, with a member- 
hi of twenty-three, including the pro- 
prictors of all leading shops. 

In a statement of its position, the 
association announces that its merm- 
bers agree not to recognize any union 
of employés; that they will not re 
ognize nor treat with any union, walk- 
ing delegate or other representative of 
unions as to hours of lab or wages, 
nor as to who shall be employed or 
discharged. 

We shall hire whom we choose,” 

continues the statement, “discharge 
men at our own discretion, and pay 
such wages as shall be agreed on be- 
tween ourselves and said employés, 
@ach acting for himself individually. 
We shill empioy union and non-union 
men indiscriminately, and without 
prejudice to union men, because of 
their affiliations. We admit the right 
of men to organize they do so in a

Fool- 
ish employés, stirred to rashness, by 
meddlesome agitators, either have lost 
their positions, or have withdrawn 
from the movement,“ and there has 
been unconditional surrender all along 
the line. 
men, restored to their senses, have 
given up their union cards and remain 
at work, and twenty-five or thirty 
others have been discharged for per- 
nicious activity in organizing for 
trouble. 

The managements of the Los Angeles 
railway systems feel: satisfied that 
they have squeiched the incipient up- 
rising, and that there will be no more 
trouble from the outside meddlers, who 
attempted to unionize the various 
electric lines, and bring about a gen- 
eral strike. Vigorous measures were 
at 
the start, and determined action was 
effective in laying low the agitators 
and their dupes. 


CONVENTION ‘HALL. 


Architects and | Advisory Committees 
Agree on Capacity of Ten Thousand— 
Other Suggestions Adopted. 


Members of the various subcommit- 
tees of the Convention Hall Commission 
met at the Chamber of Commerce - 
terday afternoon, and practically de- 
cide@ several important features of 
the proposed new buliding. Among 
the suggestions that met with favor 
and that probably will be adopted, are 
that the hall ehall have a maximum 
capacity of 10,000; that it shall have 
frontage on three streets, with an open 
area of at least fifty feet on the re- 
maining side; that the building shall 
be thoroughly fireproof, and that -a 
large organ shall be one of the ac- 
cessories. 

The me eting was attended by archi- 
tects and citizens, who compose the 
various advisory boards of the commis- 


sion, and there was a free discussion

proval of the suggestion that a bree 
erden bo part of the fittings, aking 
it possible to diminish the — of the 
auditorium, at will, to any capacity not 
below 4060.

of the structure.

Chicanery and fraud are charged 
against President J. Harvey McCarthy 
and Secretary Fred A. Rosenfeld in 
their conduct of the Pioneer Investment 
and Trust Company by George B. Mc- 
Laughlin, a stockholder, in a suit to re. 
strain those officers, oust them from 
office and secure an accounting of the 
corporation's affairs to the court. 

The complaint was filed late yester- 

afternoon in the Superior Court, by 
Attorney John H. Kemp, acting for Mc- 
Laughlin. 

Though the action is aimed primar- 
lly at McCarthy and Rosenfeld, and 
the charges of fraudulent dealing af- 
fects only these chief officers and pro- 
moters of the concern, several promi- 
nent. citizens are mixed in as co-de- 
fendants. Among these are John H. 
Foley, Esq., vice-president, and Col. 
Tom C. Thornton, counsel for the com- 
pany, the other defendants being Frank 
C. Bowlus, A. W. Allen, W. E. Baxter, 
W. Dodge, D. O. McCarthy and Mary 
B. McCarthy. 

Sald quickly, McLaughlin alleges that 
McCarthy, Rosenfeld, et al., have stclen 
control ot the corporation, issuing to 
themselves 20,050 shares of bogus stock, 
and keeping the other innocent share- 
holders in ignorance of affairs by keep- 
ing a duplicate and false set of books. 
The accused officers deciare the stock 
was legitimately issued to them for 
their services in promoting the com- 
pany. The complainant prays the court 
to depose the officers, restrain them 
from managing the company's affairs 
and cancel their stock. 

M'LAUGHLIN’S TROUBLES, 

McLaughlin owns 2000 shares of 
stock, which he declares he purchased 
on the representations of MeCarthy for 
$250, and which now ought fo be worth 
$100. The total capital stock of the cor- 
poration amounts to 37,790 shares, the 
issue of 20,060 shares therefore consti- 
tuting a controlling. interest in the 
company. The complaining stockholder 
declares he had no knowledge of the 
big issue until the assembling of the 
stockholders in annual session, April 
1. At that time the officers voted the 
stock against the strenuous objections 
of the complainant. | 

McLdughlin asserts that account 
books were exhibited by the officers 
at the stockholders’ meetine contain 
ing fraudulent entries regarding the js 
suance of the 20.050 shares. He claime 
to have discovered that he was kept 
in ignorance o the matter by the 

maintenance 11 R and false 
set of accounts. The books, he says, 
were taken by John H. Foley, to be 
experted, but un 
venes they will be returned to the de- 
fendant officers. He contends that Mc- 
Carthy and Rosenfeld are really in- 
solvent. and if allowed to continue in 
management the stock will become 
worthless and the company wrecked.

F. R. Patch Manufacturing Company

ing the company damages in the 
amount of $2500. 


The New York Sun of Sunday, April 
5, contained a dispatch from Rutland 
giving an account of the case as fol- 
lows: 

“Nearly all of the members of Pro- 
tection Lodge were employed by the F. 
R. Patch Manufacturing Company up 
to May 20, 1902, when they struck for 
a nine-hour day, instead of ten, with- 
out reduction of pay. „ company 
began to hire non-union help, which 
they secured in New York. This 
brought on the trouble. 

“Every batch of men that arrived 
here Was met by the pickets of the 
union and a large proportion never 
reached the Patch plant. The strikers 
also declared boycotts on the com- 
pany'’s goods and induced local grocers 
not to sell goods to the company or its 
employés. They also hindered the 
company in many other ways, but the 
Plant is still running with non-union 
workmen. 

“As the result of the boycott the 
business of the company fell from 
$163,000 during the first five month 
of 1962 before the strike was declared

XPLOSIONS ON WARSHIPS. 


A dispatch from Pensacola, pub- 
lished in The Times of Friday. an- 
nounced that world’s records are be- 
ing smashed there with frequency by 
the ships of the North Atlantic fleet.

Where 
would be the advantage to the city of 
Los Angeles, for example, if we should 
be able to economize on street car 
fares, but should, at the same time, 
paralyze and stop the magnificent 
scheme of interurban transit that is 
now in process of development? 


ment is not to be found in any of the 
foregoing hypotheses. It probably lies 
closer to the surmise of a counter- 
movement on the part of the Southern 
Pacific or other big railway corpora- 
tion, or of several of them jointly, to 
Stay the growing invasion of their ter- 
ritery by electric lines. Certainly they 
have an aggravating case to deal with 
in the Huntington system, which is 
gridironing the whole of Southern Cal. 
ifornia, tapping the water front at San 
Pedro, for a share of the freight busi- 
ness, and showing a disposition to 
reach out for San Francisco. If this ts 
a correct diagnosis, and Los Angeles 
is to become the storm center for an 
elementa! warfare, the situation is be- 
coming highly interesting. If this be 
a counter-fight on the part of the steam 
lines, it means either a big bluff to in- 
timidate capital and keep it from 
backing up the electric lines further, or 
else it is war to the knife, and knife to 
the hilt, to determine the survival of 
the fittest. Assuming that the latter is 
the case, we are fustified in giving a 
careful survey of the situation, 

In MecClure’s Mag: ne for March 
there is an article by Samuel E. Mof- 
fett, entitled “The War on the Locomo- 


Times, which is very interesting and 
pointed reading in this connection. Mr. 
Moffett shows that, while the country 
has been leaping forward in prosperity 
and conquering ever new Gelds of in- 
dustry, the number of passengers car- 
ried on American steam rallroads has 
fallen off by oper twelve millions in 
seven years. The average passenger 
haul in 1882 was 23.59 miles; in 1900 it 
was 27.9 miles. The writer holds, very 
correctly, that people are not really 
traveling less frequently than they 
used to, nor are they journeying longer 
distances. More passengers by hun- 
dreds of millions are traveling than 
ever before, but the steam roads are 
not carrying the increase. The growth 
in the length of the average passenger 
haul on these roads means that they 
are steadily losing the short-haul busti- 
‘ness, which a younger and more vigor- 
ous rival is claiming for its own. Quot- 
ing briefly from Mr. Moffett's article, 
he says: 

“Inch by inch the field is contested, 
and slowly. sulienly, the locomotive is 
giving way before the insistent trolley. 
A dozen years ago it was only the car 
horte and the cable in the towns that 
were threatened by electric traction. 
Then the trolley poked an inquiring 
tentacle over the city limits into the 
suburbs. The results were satisfactory, 
and swiftly the electric lines flung their 
spider filaments from town to town, un- 
til now great sections of the country 
are cobwebbed with them. The trol- 
ley map of Eastern Massachusetts looks 
as complete as the steam railroad 
map.. In Massachusetts last 
year four times as many passengers 
were carried by electric cars as on the 
steam roads. Of course that was due 
chiefly to the dense city traffic, but stin 
the city street car systems were pretty 
complete seven years ago, and the 
trolley passenger business has doubled 
since that time, while the steam pas- 
senger business has actually declined. 
The electric mileage of the State has 
increased by from 9 to 18 per cent. 
every year since 1894. In 1901 the in- 
crease was 242.7 mi In the same 
year the length of steam lines was re- 
duced by 1.398 miles.” 

These rather startling facta make it 
clear that Los Angeles is not eli 
unique in the field of contention be- 
tween these two modern giants. The 
question with the steam roads is not 
local by any means, and if. by concen- 
trating their capital and energies, 
they should succeed in checking the 
development of the trolley system in 
Southern California, there would stin 
remain all of the rest of the country to 
deal with. The probability is that the 
managers of the great steam transpor- 
tation lines ot the country are not so 
unphilosophicai as to tilt at a windmill! 
in such fashion. Rich and powerful as 
they are, they are not strong enough to 
stem the tide of modern economic de- 
velopment.

Whatever happened turned out 
to be for the good of J. Chamberlain 
He was supposed to have signed his 
political death warrant when he broke 
from Mr. Gladstone on the Home Rule 
question, but it is Home Rule that is 
practically dead today, while Mr. 
Chamberlain is more alive than ever. 
The Jameson raid was counted on to 
finish him sure, but he fought his way 
through the Rhodes trial, took for 
himself all the knocks that might oth- 
erwise have come pretty near hitting 
emerged with 
the loyal friendship of the man who 
is King. 

“At last we have him,” said his ene- 
mies when through under-estimating 
Kruger’s obstinacy in the game of 
bluff, he helped to bring on the Boer 
war. But there again he scored, for 
he is undoubtedly in a better position 
today than he would have been with- 
out the war. 

The great obstacle in the way of 
Mr. Chamberlain's straight and nar- 
row path toward Premiership was his 
lack of caution in speech. He got into 
trouble over an unfortunate reference 
to “an alliance” with the United 
States; he caused his features to form 
the face of one of the most popular 
patterns of cuspidor now in use in 
Germany by an undiplomatic reference 
to the attitude of that country; and 
he created irritation in France in a 
similar way, but of late he has been 
safe to a degree, and diplomatic enough 


to suit any taste. 
HE LIKES US. 
Mr. Chamberlain's attitude toward 


the United States has always been one 
of outspoken friendliness. “I know a 
hundred reasons why we should be 
friends,” he once said, “none why we 
should be otherwise; and [ believe 
that has been the true feeling of this 
country toward the United Stat for 
many years. All . misunderstandings 
have been ha ppliy removed and the 
combination of the two English-speak- 
ing nations would fear no other all- 
ance. Our imagination must be fired 
when we contemplate the sibility of 
such a cordial understanding between 
the seventy millions of people of the 
United States and our fifty million 
Britons—an understanding which would 
guarantee peace and civilization to the 
world. We shall welcome the United 
States in their new career as a col- 
onizing nation, because we know they 
are animated by the same motives and 
aspirations, employ the same methods, 
and love justice as ourselves.” 

If narrowness of chest, pallor of face

As to the Baku oll fields, the United 
States Consul says that the production 
for the first time since 1864, fell off 
last year, leaving 1901 the record year 
as far as the volume of production fs 
concerned. The falling off was cértain- | 
ly not great, but it was_a break in the 
monotony of steady increase which has 
been going on for eight years, result- | 
ing in more than do the produc- 
tion in that time.

doubted cause of the decline in the 
production was the overproduction of 
1991, which was brought about by the 
opening for drimag of considerable 
tracts of territory belonging to the 
Russian government. The resguit of 
this overproduction was a decline in 
the price of crude o!! to a figure which 
was In many cases less than the amount 
to be pald the government. as royalty 
on the territory—to a figure, almost the 
whole year through, at which the les- 
see of government territory could not 
work without c erable loss. The 
falling of from 1 in the amount of 
the production from this government 
territory in 19023 was not great. but 
there was little or no drilling done on 
it and no new work commenced.

The political caldron in Monterey Is 
fairly boiling.

There 
are no défined tssues, such as protec- 
tion vs. free trade, sound money vs.

THE MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

It is understood that Charles A, 
Conant of Massachusetts, a well- 
known writer on financial subjects, and 
Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks of Cornell, 
will be selected members of the inter- 
national monetary conference at this 
capital. It is Mr. Conant's opinion 
that Mexico will establish a fixed ex- 
change standard for Mexico, which will 
continue the large use of. silver coins, 
but will provide for keeping them at 
par with gold by government control 
of the quantity and by a gold excbange 
fund in the leading financial centers. 
The friends of the statu quo seem to 
be strong in the conference, and their 
idea, as I understand, it, is to have 
Mexico creaté a silver dollar worth 
untformly $8 cents in gold: there are 
ot who think that the value of the 
dollar cannot be fixed m over 35 to 
40 cents, but the impression seems to 
be that a fixed dollar worth the year 
round so many cents in gold would 
obviate the fluctuations of exchange, 
and even a cheap dollar under such 
conditions is preferable to a peso that 
goes up or down, according to the bull- 
ing and bearing of the financial mar- 
ket. This will not be done in a 
hurry, under any circumstances, if done 
at all. The conference is engag in 
the compliation of data from all por- 
tions of the republic, as to the amount 
of gold, silver and copper coin in cir- 
culation, and so far only partial re- 
turns have been made te the confer- 
ence, showing about $20,000,000 in sub- 
sidiary coin in eirculation in this city, 
only a froection of the coin in real cir- 
evlation. To carry out any such project 
of preservation of the statu quo it 
would be necessary for the government 
to borrow at least $25,000.000 gold, but 
the eplendid credit of Mexico and its 
honest administration and successful 
thanegement of public affairs more 
than guarantees any such loan. 


STUDYING. QUARANTINE METH- 
Dr. Fidward Francis of the Untted 
States Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital. of Washington, who has been in 
Mexico about a month, has just re- 
turned from a visit to the State of 
Durango, whither he went to examine 
the quarantine regulations against 
Mazgatian. He sald that the Mexican 
authorities in Mazatian had certainly 
performed their work in the most et- 
ficient manner. At every mountain 
pass leading into the interior were ob- 
servation posts, where soldiers were 
stationed to see that no one passed 
through without being examined by 
medical authorities. There were half 
a dozen disinfecting stations at differ- 


one attempting to cross the border was 
put through the most rigid disinfec- 
tion. Steam. sulphur, formaldehyde 
and bichloride of mercury are used for 
the purpose, and the most careful work 
done.

HENIQUEN INDUSTRY. *.

“Progreso is a busy port, the wharves 
are lined with shipping and the streets 
are filled with hemp bales going out 
and general merchandise coming in.”

The output of the Yucatan fiber 
was in 1892, 353,525 bales (400 pounds 
each,) whereas in 1901 it was 617,519 
bales.

A BIG CAMPECHB PLANTATION. 
The Markley Bros., John R. Mark- 
ley of Chicago and J. E. E. Markley of 
Mason City, Iowa, are in the city with 
their families. They have retursied 
fgom a most interesting trip through 
Campeche and Tabasco, where they 
own about 2,000,000 acres of land with a 


Gulf of Mexico. They have planted 
coffee at a level of 1600 feet above sea- 
level, and rubber, corn and pineapples. 
Corn, in their vicinity, will yield 100 
bushels to the acre, and can be planted 
any day in the year. Their rubber 
trees, only three years old, are already 
thirty feet in height and will be ready 
to tap three years hence. They came 
to Mexico six years ago, and among 
other industries are canning pineap- 
ples. They will this year realize 1,500,- 
000 pineapples with an average weight 
of four to five pounds. One pineapple 
from each plant, which they will can 
on the spot with machinery brought 
from Baltimore. Their lands abound 
in dyewoods and precious woods, such 
as cedar, grandilla, ébony and mahog- 
any, the latter squaring to sixteen 
inches. The rainfall in that district 
is 140 inches per annum; the average 
temperature 78 deg. The soll is ex- 
ceedingly rich, in some places the veg- 
etable loam being ten feet deep. La- 
bor is scarce in that vicinity at present. 
The ladies and gentlemen described 
their trip of six weeks, during which 
they threaded the deep forests of Cam- 
peche fh lagoons and rivers for nearly 
a thousand miles in different direc- 
tions.

Mexican Army. 


Mexico, which, next to the Untted 
Stutes, is the most orderly and stable 
of all the American republics, is pur- 
suing a policy of military expansion 
which seems likely to develop a highly 
efficient avstem of national defense. It 
is the desire of President Diaz that 
within two years the Mexican govern- 
ment shall be able on short notice to 
mobilize an army of 200,000 thoroughly- 
trained and perfectly-equipped soldiers. 
To make this result possible more than 
200,000 boys and young men are now 
receiving regular daily military instruc- 
tion in 11,000 public schools of Mexico, 
and the army will be recruited from 
their number. This programme for the 
creation of a greater Mexican army is 
supplemented with plans for a larger 
naval establishment, two vessels for 
which are now under construction at 
the Crescent shipyard, Elizabethtown, 
N. J. In this development of her min- 
tary resources, Mexico is .ollowing the 
natural policy of enlightened nations. 
It is believed in some quarters that 
the integrity of Mexican institutions 
will be severely tested when President 
Diaz retires from office, and that a 
strong government, including an ef. 
fective military establishment, wil be 
needed to protect the republic against 
serious internal disorder, It is pos-

There is a glass case of such advertisements under the 
raiiroad at the Friedrichstrasse Bannhof. Between 10 
am 12 o'clock on Sunday some of these advertisements 
are covered with paper, which is torn off as soon as 
church is out. 

Speaking cf time in the stores, at an investigation 
some years ago it was found that 46 per cent. of the 
establishments worked their clerks fourteen hours a day, 
and that in 6 per cent. of them they worked sixteen 
hours. In nearly all places there is an hour or so off at 
noon for lunch. 


Farm Work and Wages. 


In the country districts the hours run from sunrise to 
sunset, with very few holidays. The great exodus from 
the farms to the cities has somewhat increased farm 


wages, but they are still low, being cempeted with by

' cloaks, men's and women's clothing, jackets and infants’ 


: wear. Many of these sweat shops arc in the cellars, and 
some in the attics. The houses look well on the out- 
side, but within you find scores working away in little 
rooms, and not a few working and sleeping in the same 
room. The police regulations require that the rooms 
be of a certain size, but today there are thousands of 
men. women and children who live in cellars in this 
most beautiful city of Germany. There are other 
thousands in rooms which cannot be heated, and many 
of which lack ventilation and light. 

Nearly all of the sweat shops pay their employés by 
the piece, and that at such a rate that only the best 
sewers can make as much as 50 or GO con's a day. There 
is a fine for every mistake, and trumped-up fines reduce 
the receipts below the amount agreed upon. I am told 
that few sewing girls earu as much as $2 per week. Girls 
make jackets for 20 cents apiece, and shirt waists for 26 
cents. You can get a girl to come to your house and 
sew for less than 50 cents a day, and you can hire a 
dressmaker who will cut, fit and make a plain dress 
tor you in two days, charging you 50 cents per day for 
her work, and perhaps 40 ecnts per day for the girl wag 
helps her. 
Factory Girls Get $2 a Week. 


— — 


Music teachers art paid as little as 25 cents a lesson, 
and singing teachers tiie same. Girls in some factories 
receive less than $2 a week, In others they get $3, while 
forewomen receive from $6 to $19. Some figures taken 
by the government not long ago showed that cloak mak- 
ers were earning $2 a week. and that girls on under- 
clothes received from $1.25 to £2.75, the latter being paid 
for skilled hands and overseers. Think of making collars 
{fur {rem 1 to 2 cents-apiece, and cuffs for 20 cents a. 


the pangs brought in from Austria, Russia and Poland 
at harvest and seeding times. 

I am told that the Poles work for as little as 25 cents 
a day, with poor food thrown in, and that there are farm 
districts where the ordinary hand gets only 15 ceats a 
day. Throughout Prussia 50 cents is a good price for 
farm work, and in some sections the wageg are 40 cents 
for men and 25 cents for women. : 
7 A creat deal of farm work is done by the women. They 
Spade and hoe, weed and do other back-breaking work. 
They commonly follow the plow and scatter the manure, 
working side by side with the men. 

Some farmers hire married couples, renting them smal! 
houses on. their estates, and taking the rent out of their 
wages. Such a tenant agrees to give all his work to the 
owner of the estate, and to take 35 cents a day for it 
in the winter and 50 cents per day in the summer. The 
man's wife may get 20 cents a day In the winter and 
5 in the summer. At such wages, if one has a good, 
healthy wile, he may possibly carn as much as $200 dur- 
ing the year. 


The Workwomen of Berlin. 


Women in Germany are everywhere poorly paid. I 
have already given the wages in the big stores, 
where as nie dressed and as intelligent girls 
as you will find in any of our department stores of the 
United States get from $8 to $12 a month, and board 
themselves. The average wages of female clerks are 
from 25 to 50 cents a day, and it must be a very good 
clerk, indeed, who gets the latter. Some time ago an 
investigation of women's wages in Berlin showed tat 
there were 60,000 women who averazed from $2.59 to 
32.75 per week, and that there were thousands who got

Berlin. I have heard of places where buttonholes are 
made by hand for a cent a hole; and where. if the place 
to work and the thread and needles are furnished by 
the employer, a reduction of 25 cents per head 1s made. 

The percentage of women workers in Germany has 
rapidly increased of late years, owing to the enormous 
number of men required in the army. It is estimated 
that there are more than seven and a half million Ger- 
man women who earn their own living, and this fs an 
increase of more than a million within the last thirteen 
years. Of these, 40 per cent. are employed on the farms, 
20 per cent. in domestic service, and 10 per cent. in public 
offices. About 7 per cent. work in the factories, and 4 
per cent. act as servants in the hotels and in the beer 
and wine rooms. 


Within the past few years the men have been trying 
keep the women from doing certain kinds of work in 
the faciories and foundries, and the nnions are generally 
against the employment of married women, when their 
husbands have work. 


Living Not Cheap. 


But how can people live on such wages? They can’t 
if you use “live” in our sense of the word. It ts. the 
seneral opinion that things are cheap in Europe. They 
are not. Here in Germany good things cost as much as 
| in the United States, and many things more. A fair 

price for beeisteak is 25 cents a pound; mutton, 20 centa 
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and veal the same. Good butter costs from 20 to 30 
cents a pound, sugar 7 cents, and flour 5 cents. 

Germany has to import a great part of her food. We 
gend her much of her breadstuffs. Russia is her poultry 
farm, and Holland and other countries her butcher 
shops. Eggs are imported by the millions, and they sell 
for 30 cents and upward per dozen. An ordinary chicken 
costs 50 cents, and it is a poor goose that won't bring a 
dollar. 

Clothing is somewhat cheaper than with us, but 
the better kinds are equally high. Shoes cost so much 
that the average working man wears sandals of wood, 
with toes of leather. I see men so shod on the streets 
of Berlin, and the clack, clack, clack of the wooden sole 
is heard in every factory. Fuel is high, and altogether 
the necessaries as well as the luxuries cost much, 


Soup Houses and People’s Kitchens. 


Many people cook as little as possible: You can buy 
all sorts of eatables all ready cooked, and this is done 
by both rich and poor. You can get roast beef, roast 
thicken, and puddings ready to warm up in every block, 
and the delicatessen shops will supply you with a 
cooked dinner ready to take home, and serve it, if you 
want it. 

There are but few free-lunch counters, and public soup 
houses where you get things for nothing, but there are 
many cheap restaurants where the poor are supplied at 
tost prices. Some of these are managed by the charita- 
ble ladies of the city, and that under the patronage of 
the Empress herself. They are known as the people's 
kitchens, and are open to all. In them you can get a 
dinner for about 5 cents. A bowl of soup costs 3 cents, 
and a cup of good strong coffee 1 cent. The rooms are 
very clean and well kept, and the food is nicely cooked. 
As you eome in there is a cashier who gives checks for 
the articles wanted, upon payment of the money, and by 
presenting these checks at the luncheon counter you 
are handed your order. Every one waits upon himself, 
carrying his bowl of soup or coffee to one of the 
tables, and sitting there while he consumes it. 

I took dinner in one of these kitchens the other day. 
My first check was for soup, and it cost me 3 cents. The 
soup was made of beans, and I venture the bowl con- 
tained over a pint. It was, at any rate, more than 
enough, and that which I ate stayed in my delicate stom- 
ach for hours. I had also 2 cents worth of boiled beef, 
a i-cent cup of coffee, and finished up with a penny’s 
worth of custard for dessert, so that my dinner all told 
cost me 7 cents. . 


Workmen's Insurance and Old Age Pensions. 


The conditions I have described prevent the average 
workingman laying up anything against sickness or old 
age. The wages are so low and the chances to rise so 
few that the majority of laboring men live from hand to 
mouth. Only the fewest own their own homes, and 
fewer hope to make fortunes. If the same conditions 
prevailed in the United States, our poor houses would 
be full, we should have tramps on every road, and 
gars at our doors. 
Tue German government prevents such à condition by 
compelling all workmen to pay a certain proportion of 
their wages to a government insurance fund, which 


— cshall support them when they are sick, and give them 


pensions when they are too old to work. 

The sums paid are very small, the lowest class being 
only about 3 cents per week, and the highest about 8 
cents per week. Half of this sum is paid by the em- 
ployer, and half by the laborer. The employer is re- 
quired to see that the whole is paid, or he is subject to 
a fine. The result is he takes it out of the wages, and 
the government is sure to get its fees. Many laborers 
make it a part of their contract mat the employer shall 
pay all the ingurance, and some employers voluntarily 
pay the insurance of their employés who receive wages 
to a certain amount. | ma 

A payment of 3 cents a week gives a laborer after his 
retiring age $83 a year; 5 cents may give hinr as much 
as $130 a year, and 6 or 7 cents, from $130 to $270. If 
he pays 8% cents, he may annually receive $270 or more, 
according to the time he has been paying in, and other 
conditions. There are also certain payments for acci- 
dents and permanent disabilities, and in case of death, 
the widow and children annually get from 15 to 20 per 
cent of their husband's or father’s former earnings. 

All wage earners receiving less than $500 per year are 
by law required to belong to such associations. They 
pay their premiums in stamps, which are pasted upon 
cards, and kept in books, which must be shown to the 
police upon demand. The government watches carefully 
to see that the insurance is kept up, and as a result it 
has a big fund to take care of its needy and deserving 
poor.

How ir CAME TO BE THE SYMBOL 
OF THE RESURRECTION.

VER since the time of the ancient Egyptians 


eges have been regarded as the symbols of 
re-creation. This idea originated among the 
subjects of the Pharaohs, from their close ob- 


servance of the habits of the scarabs, or sacred 
beetle, which buried its ball in the grave it had 
made for itself, in the hope, as they thought, of a speedy 
resurrection. 
contained eggs, which in the fullness of time were 
brought to maturity by the warmth of the sun. When 
the insect appeared once more among them, they were 
contented to believe it was the original one they had 
seen bury itself in the same spot, now brought to life 
again by the sun god. So the beetle was reverenced 
by them as a sacred thing, because it gave them hope 
of a similar resurrection of their mummified bodies. 
Among the ancient Egyptians every soldier was com- 
pelled to wear a ring, upon which a scarab, or sacred 
beetle, was engraved. The object of this was to make 
him valorous in battle, the scarab being the symbol of 
regeneration or resurrection. | 
By the Jews the ese was looked upon as a symbol of 
the duration of the human race, and of their successive 
generations. It entered into all the mysterious cere- 
monies called apocalyptic, and occupied a prominent 
position on the household table during the paschal sea- 
son. The only food laid before mourners on returning 
to the home after a funeral consisted of hard-boiled 
eggs and salt, the symbols of regeneration and incor- 
ruptibility. 
In accordance with the traditions of the Persians, the 
world was hatched from one egg in the beginning, at 
the season of the year which corresponds with the vernal 
equinox, for which reason eggs are popularly presented 
as New Year gifts by the modern Persians. It was from 
this custom that the northern nations came to regard 
the paschal eggs as emblematical of creation, or the 
re-creation of spring at the vernal equinox. 
When Christianity usurped the pagan’ rites and ob- 
servances of the Saxons, the paschal eggs were invested 
with a new significance, namely, that of the resurrection 


{of Christ. These eggs were at first colored red, in allu- 


sion to the blood shed for the salvation of men. 
Gradually the Easter-egg custom has become uni- 
versal over the world. Millions of people eat their 
Easter eggs on this great festival day, celebrated in re- 
membrance of resurrection, but only a very few are ac- 
quainted with the origin of the custom. The eggs are not 
now painted redonly, but they are dyed all possible 
bright eolors. Also, mottoes are written on the shells. 
In European countries hundreds of artists are occupied 
preparing Easter-egg shelis for sale. These shells show 
on their outside paintings of landscapes, figures and even 
portraits. Imitation eggs are now manufactured, which 
are to be opened, and which lovers present to each other, 
having made them more precious by putting in jewelry, 
etc. And when a couple is married at Easteriide, in Ger- 
many, the wedding rings are presented in the shells of 
Easter eggs. 
In most of the German cities bands of musicians walk 
through the streets, performing the so-called Easter- 
music.“ When they stop in front of residences they 
are presented—with Easter eggs. In smaller_towns and 
villages it is the custom for the school children to walk 
in long proépssions through the ts, singing the 
Easter choral; and when they return to the schoolhouse 
they are presented with scores of eggs, which the in- 
habitants of the place have. sent for them in a big basket. 
Very often when these children pass houses, people 
come out and join them in the chorus. |

It is a fashion that all ministers, especially those in 


the country places, are presented With many eggs by the 
members of their congregations. These eggs are then 
given away again by the clergymen to the poor people 
of the parish. 3

The English Egypt Exploration Fund and the exp>- 
dition under Prof. Reissner sent out by the University 
of California, have found many papyri in the Fayoum 
district which threw much light upon the life of the 
Christians of the second and third centuries. They 
make it possible to reconstruct something of the life of 
the people. 

Prof. Bickell printed one of the fragments found in 
the Fayoum district. It was a fragment of what he 
claimed was an carly source of the gospel. The trans- 
to eat according to custom.

sacrifice to the pagan gods, according to law. These 
“libelli’ were given by commissioners during a perse- 
cution of Christians. 

One of them reads: “To the Commissioners of Sac- 
rifices of the village of Alexander Island from Aurelius 
Diogenes Satabus, of the village of Alexander Island, a 
man of eighty-two years of age, with a*scar on his right 
eyebrow. 

“I have always continued sacrificing to the gods and 
now in your presence I have sacrifieed according to the 
decrees and have poured libations and eaten of the sac- 
rifices, and | ask you to sign this petition. Fare you 
well. I. Aurelius Diogenes, have presented this peti- 
tion.” 

The signature of the five commissioners and the date 
follow this: “Ih the first years of Jmperator Caesar 
zalus Messius Quintus Traianus Decius Pius Felix Au- 
gustus on the second ot the month Epiphi.” This places 
the date of the certificate at June 26, 250 A. D., accord- 
ing to our reckouing. 

In the Decian persecution five commissioners were ap- 
pointed to visit every town and village and compel 


everyone to appear before them and offer sacrifice. 


Those who sacrified received a certificate like the one 
mentioned; and many who did not sacrifice obtained one 
from the magistrate by giving bribes. 

-Among the various documents dating from this per- 
fod many bear distinctive Christian names. They show 
that the Egyptian Ghristians took an active part in the 
business of the land of their adoption, acting often as 
bankers. 

Invitations to weddings are issued in very much the

It is not always easy for the investigators to be cer- 
tain that they are dealing wien Christian names, for 
some of them have Jewish characteristics, and 
were many Jews in Egypt from Alexander's time.

infirm might be sent, and where also those whose infirm- 
ities promised eiiher great relief or cure, could be given 
the double advantage of proper care and environment. He 
argued that such a sanitarium would be a saving to 
the Federal government, as many of the men thus 
cured would again become self-supporiing, thus reliev- 
ing the government from any further obligation in their 
case. This was nearly ten years ago. The sanitarium 
idea gained ground slowly, and it was not until the ses- 
sion of 1902 that a bill actually passed Congress and 
received the President's signature, authorizing the 
building of such a sanitartum The friends of the 
measure have not slept on their victory, but have put 
such life into the project that the small appropriation 
of $150,000 first given has been increased to $530,000, 
and the idea of building a small saniiarium has broad- 
ened into that of building one that shall be a model for 
the world, and surrounding it with a national park of 
many thousand acres. Though but a few months have 
elapsed since the passage of the bill, dirt has already 
begun to fly under the direction of the landscape artists 
and ere many moons have waned theré will be another 
“Home” for those who need it: . 


The Black Gills. 


To those “who think of Dakota only as the home of 
the blizzard it will no doubt seem the last place to 
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climate are equally beneficial for the sufferer from bron- 
chial or heart trouble.

thus insuring a supply of fresh water ali the time. 
There are many attractive drives leading from the city, 
perhaps none of them finer than the one to the Wind 
Cave, which, with its many wonders, the government 
has just included in its forest reserve, forever protect- 
ing it from the ills of commercialism. It will thus be 
seen that the boys“ located at the home will not want 
for incentives to get out and take exercise, if able to 
do so, while the steady stream of tourists and health- 
seekers which constantly feed the place are an effec- 
tual barrier against monotony, as a large proportion 
of them make it a part of their itinerary to visit 
the home. 3 


It was because of its many advantages the State 8 
was located there, and, from the time the home was 
opened the marked and uniform improvement in health 
of a large proportion of the men seeking rest and re- 
cuperation within its shelter was a matter of common re- 
mark. In no one did this fact excite more interest than 
in Gen. Averill, whose business of inspector called him 
to the home every year, as it did to the scores of other 
homes located throughout the country.

Serum for Scazlet Fever. 
REMARKABLE SUCCESS BY ITs UsE 
REPORTED BY PuysIcIANs. 

INCE the failure of Koch’s tuberculine as a cure 

for consumption, in 1891, medical men have been 

somewhat conservative about the serum treatment 
year, when antitoxin was placed before a medical con- 
gress in London as a specific for diphtheria, it was 
scoffed at by eminent skeptics. It took three years to 
the clinics, but no one now disputes its efficacy. 

The greatest discovery in the field of medical seience 
since that time has been the scariet-fever serum, or 
ese student in Berlin, Dr. Kitsato. has dropped in dur- 
ing the interval with his serum for lockjaW. and it has 
proved as successful in its results as antitoxin for diph- 
serum cure for diphtheria or scarlet (ever. 

American Experiments Successful. 

The scarlet-fever serum. like the serum that preceded 
Marmornek scarlet-fever serum was experimented with 
seven years ago, and found wanting. Some of it was 
sent to America and experiments made with it by Dr. 
Hospitals, New York City, associated with other physi- 
cians, for the benefit of the New York Board of Health. 
The serum proved as weak and disappointing as Koc}‘s

trom, and by laboratory experiment demonstrated to his 
Satisfaction that he could neutralize the deadly toxin by 
adding to it some of the serum which he produced. Dr. 
Aronson injected several horses with fatal doses of the 
streptococcus derived from scarlet fever cases. When 
they were made immune he withdrew some of Be serum 
and successfully utilized it for healing purposes. Then 
what was possible in the laboratory was transplanted 
to the hospiial ward. 

“But the credit of first disseminating the value of this 
serum belongs to Professor Adolph Baginsky, the direc- 
tor of the Kaiser and Kaiserin Frederich Children's Hos- 
pital of Berlin. It should be understood that serum, 
when injected into a child or grown person, does not 
kill the germ of disease. The serum simply neutralizes 
the toxines generated in the body. The toxines are the 
cause of death in the human system by producing pa- 
ralysis, or degeneration of the heart muscles; or, by 
preventing the proper action of the kidneys, they cause 
death by a process which we call toxaemia, which sim 
ply means blood poisoning. Thus, the object in injecting 
scarlet fever serum is not so much to inhibit the growth 
of disease germs as to prevent blood poisoning and the 
usual complications arising from poison circulating in the 
blood. 

Two. New York Girls Saved by the Serum. 

“Now, let me take up my own case, and another in 
which I was consulted, upon both of which I have re- 
cently used the scarlet-fever serum with success. 

“The first was a seven months’ child of healthy par- 
ents, brought up on a patent baby food after her first 
four months of life. Although only six years old, she 
has already recovered from one case of pneumonia, and 
is susceptible to tonsilitis and bronchitis. When she was 
stricken with scarlet fever eariy last February, I had 
grave doubts that any treatment whatever could save 
her life. As is usual in this disease, the kidneys and 
bowels refused to work together. I gave heran injec- 
tion of Aronson's serum, and from that time on these 
organs worked naturally. The usual esceptic method 
was carried out to avoid local infection. The child’s 
condition improved gradually, and today she is as well 
as she has ever been. 

“The second case, in which I was called in consulta- 
tioh with another physician, was an eight-year-qld 
girl, who had been sick three days, and whose tem- 
perature was 104 degrees. Her pulse was weak and 
rapid. A very intense eruption covered the entire body. 
Large necratic patches covered the throat. I gave an 
injection of the scarlet fever serum. On the second 
visit, I noticed the entire disappearance of necrotic 
patches of the throat and the disappearance of the ob- 
struction of other functions identical with my own 


case. | am informed that the child has almost re- 
covered. 
“I do not hesitate to say.” continued Dr. Fischer, 


“that, given proper food. proper uursimg and proper 
hygienic surroundings, patients may be cured of scar- 
let fever with the new serum as surely as they are of 
diphtheria with anti-toxin. Ail of us can remember 
when diphtheria was a disease al! parents dreaded. It 
was regarded as surely fatal. Now, by the use of serum, 
we see children in the last stages cured in a few days 
This is the case at almost every hospital. 
Only Three Deaths in Fifty-eight Cases. 

“Dr. Baginsky has kept a careful record of his suc- 
cess with the scarlet-fever serum. In the first group 


of cases, nineteen in all, he had only one death. In the 
second group, five cases, he had no death. In the third 


group, eighteen cases, he had one death, and in the 
fourth group, sixteen cases, one death. This makes a 
total of fifty-eight cases and three deaths, or 1.2 per 


cent. 
“Il understand that a number of physicians in this 

country have sent for some of the Aronson ot and 

are experimenting with it. In careful aad experienced 

hands, I see no reason why the results should not be 
as satisfactory here as they have been abroad. 

“The specific action of anti-toxin in diphtheria is far 
greater, comparatively, than the action atiained from 
the use of this scarlet-fever serum. It is too soon for 
me to form definite conclusions upon the afier effects 
of the treatment. based upon an experience of only two 
cases. But the clinical results were certainly striking. 
The effect of the Werum on the temperature shows that 
it did inhibit bacterial products. 

“Another interesting observation, in both cases, was 
the almost melting away of the necrotic mem branes 
after the fourth day. The temperature came down 
gradually. The glands of the neck, in both cases, 
were swollen and subsided with the disappearance of 
throat manifestations. Dr. Baginsky maintains that, all 
in all, there are no disagreeable effects from this new 
serum. The fever, even in severe forma, declined stead- 
ily and without interruption from complications, 

The Cholera Infantum. 

“It is too early, yet,“ concluded Dr. Fischer, “to form 
an opinion on the value of the new Flexner serum for 
dysentery and cholera infantum, experiments on which 
are going on at the Rockefeller Institute in Baltimore 
and also in Philadelphia. Let us all hope that sucecss- 
ful results may come from it. Professor Flexner is not 
a man to make unwarranted siatements. If he can 
work out his discovery, it will be the means of saving 
thousands of children from death.”

PALA IN MANY REsPECTS BETTER § 
THAN -WARNER’S RANCH. | 


By a Special.Contzibutor. 


ANUARY 24, 1903. Atty-Gen. Knox approved the title 

to the Pala lands as a new reservation for the 

Indians now located on Warner's ranch. On Febru- 
ary 7 the deeds to the property were placed on record 
in San Diego, and on March 23 the government paid the 
money for the property. Thus is forged the last link 
in the long chain of events which has finally resulted 
in driving a whole tribe of Indians from the lands which 
they believed to be their own by heritage and by right, 
and in making them aliens from the homes of their 
fathers. 

The story of the exile of these Indians is one that has 
been repeated many times within the history of our 
State. Naturally the natives of this country selected the 
most favored localities for their homes, and, as a matter 
of course, the stronger race has possessed itself of these 
lands, often ignoring completely the rights of the occu- 


pants. The che of the Warner's Ranch Indians has 


round a large inclosure, and the new tile roof of the 
chapel, which has recently been put in repair by the 
community, with the aid of the Landsmarks Club, at- 
tracts attention. But the white bell-tower, which stands 
alone, unique and beautiful, dominates the entire scene. 
The old bells are still tolled at sunrise and sunset. 
The public schoolhouse stands at a little distance from 
the mission. The Palomar Mountain rises to the north 
and east; at ita foot lie the large ranches of Agua Tibia 
and Pauma, and three miles up the river from the mis- 
sioh is a large grist mill. 


Shut in by hills, with its rich bottom and mesa 
lands, its ever-flowing stream of water, its magnificent 
liveoaks and luxurious growth of sycamores, willows 
and chaparral, and the innumerable wild flowers, Pala 
is one of the richest and most picturesque valleys of the 


interior. It was selecied as a favorable point for a 
mission by one of the earliest expeditions of Franciscan 
friars. Later, however, San Luis Rey was chosen as 
the more favorable location and it was not until 1828 
that the mission of San Antonia de Pala was built as an 
auxillary to San Luis Rey, by Father Peyri. At that 
period there was a large Indian population in this vi- 
cinity and plans were made for extensive work. An 


aqueduct, probably never finished, was begun with the 


intention of watering the fertile mesa about the mission. 
Orchards of peach, orange and olive and a vineyard were 
set out. Of these about sixty fine olive trees are now 
in bearing. 


ss PALA MISSION AND BELFRY. 
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aroused much interest and great sympathy, yet it is 
largely mitigated when compared with many other 
evictions of Indians from their homes. 

The Indians early settled about Agua Caliente 
Springs; for here they found a natural “temescal,” or 
sweat house, which proved an effectua] remedy for many 
of their pains and diseases. When the land containing 
these springs was granted under the name of Rancho. 
San José del Valle to J. J. Warner, by the Mexican 
government, and later confirmed to him by the United 
States, no mention was made of its Indian occupants, 
and no rights were reserved for them. Warner, being of 
that generation who lived, loved, and owned broadly, 
allowed the Indians to remain undisturbed in their oid 
homes. But when the ranch was purchased by John 8. 
Downey, he desired to clear it of its Indian tenants, and 
began suit to dispossess them. After his death this suit 
was pressed by his heir and executor, J. Downey Har- 
vey, and after a long contest, was decided in his favor. 
Under this decision, Shirley C. Ward, always a faithful 
friend of the Southern California natives, secured the 
necessary bonds, and the case of the “Administrator of 
the J. G. Downey estate vs. Alejandro Barker, et al, 
was appealed to the Supreme Court of the State. The 
judgment of the lower court was affirmed by the de- 
cision of Judge Pierce, rendered in 1895. The Indian 
Rights Association then carried the case to the Supreme 


Court of the United States, and in May, 1901, the final 
decision was rendered, declaring that these Indians had 
no legal title to the lands which te and their fore- 
fathers had, for unknown generations, occupied. 

Thus it became incumbent upon the government to 
provide a new home for their wards. An appropriation 
of $70,000 was made for this purpose. The history of 
the appointment of a special commission to investigate 
the various sites offered is too well known to need repe- 
tition. commissioners examined exhaustively the 


afforded the most favorable conditions of location, soil, 
water and climate. 

The tract chosen comprises 3348 acres of land, for 
which $47,000 was paid. These lands were deeded by 
fifteen owners to Frank A. Salmons, the Pala merchant, 
who negotiated the sale with the government. Of this 
land, 2028 acres is “plow land,” 326 acres is now under ir- 
rigation, and it is possible to irrigate at least 430 acres 
more. Title is secured to a flow of 150 inches of water 
from the San Luis Rey, and there are nine springs and 
wells on the property. Large crops of wheat, hay, corn 
and vegetables have been raised in the past, and there 
are a number of bearing orchards and sixteen houses, 
with outbuildings, now on the tract. 

The government has also ordered that 10,000 acres of 
mountain land, adjoining the reger, tion, and suitable 
for grazing, be reserved for the use of the Indians. | 

Geographically, Pala is a long, winding valley, some- 
what resembling in shape a fire shovel (“Pala” in the 
Indian tonguec,) with the reservation in the bow! of the 
shovel and the narrow cafion or pass above, as the han- 
dle. It is some sixty miles northeast of San Diego. 
twenty-five miles from Oceanside, twelve miles from 
Temecula and fourteen miles from Fallbrook, the near- 
est railway station. The settlement proper comprises a 
long, low adobe building, overhung by umbrella frees, 
in which is found the store and accommodations for 
travelers. Here is located the postoffiee, with daily mail | 
service by stage from Oceanside, and the telephone of- 
fice. Near by, another adobe serves as blacksmith shop, 
and one or two other half-decayed adobes are surrounded | 
by pepper trees.

Although white settlers began to come intd the valley 
at an early date many Indians have always remained 
here. Services have been kept up with more or less regu- 
larity in the little chapel and a priest has now been 
appointe especially for this field, for the first. time 
since early mission days. 

Pala has always been the favorite gathering place 
for the fiestas that form so important a part of the San 
Luis Indians’ calendar.“ Here as late as the cighties, 
bullfights, war dances and cock-baiting formed a reg- 
ular part of the programme for feast-day services. 

In 1871 a special commissioner sent to investigate the 
condition of the Southern California Indians recom- 
mended Pala as a suitable location for a large reserva- 
tion. Later, the government made a reservation of 
about two hundred acres for some half dozen families. 
There is also a small reservation on the Pauma Ranch. 
The Indians now liviag on these reservations make a 
good living ranching on their lands and working in the 
neighborhood, sheep-shearing, etc. Their children at- 
tend the public school, although some of them are away 
at the boarding schoois. These Indians are ready to 
welcome the newcomers, saying that they will have 
more “games and good times” when the new Indians 
come. One Indian woman with a white husband is still 
living in one of the houses recently purchased by the 
government and declares that she will stay there; for 
she is an Indian and they cannot put her off the reser- 
vation. 

It may be mentioned as a‘coincidence that the San 
Luis Rey River has its chief source in springs on War- 
ner’s ranch, and that the rivulet from the Agua Cal- 
lente springs joins the stream before it leaves the San 
José del Valle, so the exiles may still drink the water

It is only two years since he first ferreted out the 
secret of his accidental discovery, but although he has 
made no attempt to push the sale of his wares or adver- 
tise himself in any way, he has won a fame which, if 
but meagerly spread, is as select as the most virulent 
aristocrat could desire. Among his patrons, nay almost 
his friends, are the Emperor William of Germany. the 
Princess Christian, the Earl of Lonsdale, and many oth- 
ers among the crowned heads of Europe, while King 
Edward is among those who have purchased specimens 
of his art for themselves and friends.

Latterly he says he has devoted most of his attention 
to work in color, being particularly anxious to succeed 
where Wedgewood failed, and find again the sccret of the 
rich Etruscan bine. To this end he has read and 
traveled, experimented and thought, but so far has got 
no nearer the desired goal than scores of others. At the 
same time he has obtained several new ari shades, espe- 
cially greens, which he employs with good effect in his 
present work. 


It is not only in color and texture, however, that Mr. 
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Firth reproduces ancient work, for he strives as nearly 
as may be, to copy also the design and ornamentation of 
his prehistoric colleagues. Thus many specimens of his 
Kirkby Lonsdale pottery represent faithfully the cele- 
brated ryton, or drinking cup that cannot be set down, 
and its later modification which,/while it will rest upon 
the table, has practically to be emptied first. So accu- 
rately, indeed, does he copy these, the known produc- 


tions of the potters of Numa, that such ex- 
perts as John Flinders Petrie and J. Grafton 
Milne have been deceived by Kirkby Lonsdale 
pots, believing them to be genuine products of 


Etruscan potteries. Mr. Firth claims, in this connection, 
that it was not until they came to hi. potiery and saw 
him at work that they admitted that he really was 
duplicating the old work in which they were so deeply 
interested. 


In common with Dr. Burch and many other eminent 


scientists, they had spent some time investigating the 
composition of the old ware, rendered the more interest- 
ing to them by the numerous references classical writers 
have made to its use. Juvenal, for example, writing 
in 700, B.C.. says: “Who dared then to ridicule the sim- 
pluvium and black saucer of Numa? while Perseus styled 


it the “Tuscan fictile.”” or Tuscan potiory, and it appears 


from Martial that Porsena had a dinner set of the ware 
in B.C. 507. Horace also speaks of the Tyrrhena sigilia, 
or Tyrrhene pottery. It is thus judged to have been 
rare and costly, even while the potters of the world were 
still turning it out. This impre is strengthened by 
the fact that whilqa many specimens have been found by 
excavators, they have all been dug up in that part of 


Italy lying between the Tiber and Siena, the millionaires’ | 


quarter of early Europe. 

It has also been established beyond doubt that much 
of the decoration was incised with a pointed tool, a fact 
which has led Mr. Virth to turn his knowledge of wood 
carving to account, and carve, as it were, the some- 
what elaborate designs which ornament many of his 
vases. When he uses color, however, it is of course 
put on with a brush, usually by his little daughter, who 
is now just turned 16. 

Those who have been privileged to examine the few 
specimens of his work Mr. Firth brought with him to 
this country have been astonished at the fidelity with 
which he reproduces every detail of his ancient models. 
His home-made tools, crude as they are, omy add to the 
illusion, for the slight unevenness of the design would 
be impossible to copy by machine, and the uneven thick- 
nech of color would be passed in but few modern fac- 
tories, with their machine-made inspection. Yet it is 
these very imperfeetions which give Mr. Firth's work its 
very real artistic value, for each vase is a creation by 
itself, even as were those of the potters of Numa.

“AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


A GREEK VPorTRAIT or CuRISt AND OTHER 
ANCIENT PAINTINGS UNEARTHED, 


[Rome Correspondence London Leader:] An _ arch- 
ecological discovery of great importance has just bees 
made in the catacombs of St. Cec lia at Rome. 

Some laborers were engaged in removing a quantity 
of soil in the adjacent fields belonging to the Trappist 
monks, who act as custodians and guides to these cata- 
combs, when their pickaxes struck what turned out to 
be the stone roof of a subterranean building. 

Abbé Wilpert, the Well-known archeological expert, 
having been sent for the excavations were proceeded 
with under his direction, and soon a number of ancient 
paintings, including a Greek portrait of Christ, were 
brought to light all in a woftderful state of preservation. 

Further search resulted in the finding of the tombs of 
St. Mark and St. Marcellinus, who were put to death in 
Rome for their adhesion to the Christian faith by the 
Emperor Diocletian at the beginning of the fourth cen- 
tury. 

It was known from early extant records that these 
martyrs were buried in the region of the sandpits on 
the Appian Way; but the exact spot had never been 
ascertained until now. 

The excavations are still being actively prosecuted as 
I write. The diggers have unearthed a fine Damas:ine 
inscription, and, as it is believed, the actual tomb of the 
great Pope Damasus himself, who did so much toward 
preserving and ornamenting the Roman catacombs. 

Archeologista on the spot are confident that what is 
now in process of discovery is a large underground 
basilica used by the early Christians. Traces of the 
altar and episcopal chair have been found.

Irs INTRODUCTION AND DEVEL- 
OPMENT IN CALIFORNIA. 


By a Special Contributor. 
A Restropective Glance. 


HE fis, like so many of the commercial fruits of 
: California, was first introduced by the Mission 

fathers. The origin of these first fruits, as well as 
their specific names and classifications, are now much 
shrouded in mystery, constituting the lore of books 
rather than the practical phases of our modern every-day 
requirements. Like the olive and the grape, these early 
sorts have become known as “Mission fies, though the 
distinctive fruit by that name is a black variety. which 
is common pretty much all over the State, but of small 
value, except for eating out of hand in a fresh state. 
As California horticulture expanded and developed, and 
its vast possibilities began to unfold in the light of an 
ealightened horticultural practice, enterprising planters 


— 
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made attempts « introduce better varieties —fruit calcu- 
lated to meet commercial coaditions, and so become a 
factor in the genera! fruit markets of the country, along | 
with our other dried and cured orchard products. As a 
result of this effort, many varieties found their way to 
a California soil from Asia Minor, and the Mediterranean 

regions quite generally. Naturally the alm and ambition 
of the earlier attempts waz the introduction of a fiz that : 
would equal the imported Smyrnas. Of these first efforts | 
nothing of real value was ever realized, excepting that it 
now constitutes a valuable leaf in the book of experi- 
nee. Nevertheless, here and there a sor: has main- 
tained a place in the caialogue as a garden sort for local 
consumption in a fresh state. 

In the early eighties a wider interest was awakened 
In fig culture. Experience bad demonstrated that if the 
true Smyrna fig of commerce could be had, it was rea- 
sonably certain that it would find a congenial home un- 
der a California sky, and a elimate and soil to its 
liking. At that time people in San Francisco imported 
some five hundred cuttings, secured throuch the United 
States Consulate at Smyrna. These Kere widely dis- 
tributed over the State, but on the whole proved unsat- 
isfactory when coming into bearing. At about this same 
time the White Adriatic fig, an importation from Sicily, 
was extensively planted and propagated, and was for a 
series of years regarded as an exceptionally fine fruit. 
Extensive experience under varying conditions has, how- 
ever, demonstrated that it is inferior to the true 
Bmyrna fig, being deficient in flavor, and a tendency for 
the fruit to sour on the trees. In many cases the white 
Adriatic trees are now being “worked over” to the 

true Smyrna, while in some instances whole orchards 
have been grubbed up to give place to more profitable 
fruit. In 1885 E. W. Moslin planted seeds from Imported 
Smyrna figs secured in the market of San Francisco. In 
the course of time these geveloped into handsome trees, 
but for reasons at that time unknown, the fruit did not 
mature, and was devoid of fertile seed. In 1886 F. Roed- 
ing, a man of means, and the owner of large acreage in 
the San Joaquin. Valley, and especially in the Fresno dis- 
trict, where he has already made considerab‘e effort in 
exploiting the fig business, became convinced that no 
fig trees at that time in orchard form in this State 
yielded a fruit the equal of the imported article, hence 
a resolve on his part to make an individual effort to 
secure the introduction of the genuine Smyrna fig of 
commerce, together with its complement, the wild, or 
Capri fig, and the fig wasp (Blastophaga grossorum,) in 
order to make fig caprification in a natural way feasible, 
and hence establish the fact that the fig of commerce 
can be as readily grown in California as in Asia Minor. 
That effort has proven successful, after some eighteen 
years of heroic and persistent effort. Taking its incep- 
tion with F. Roeding, its completion was brought about 
through the efforts of son, George C. Roeding, who 
succeeded to the business at about the time the first or-

Similar experiments on a large scale were | ued 
for a few years, all going to prove that fig ure 
could only be made feasible by cultivation, and that in 


order to make it a commercial proposition, it m be 
accomplished in the natural way. This meant the im- 
portation and establishment of the little fig wasp (Blas- 
tophaga grossorum,) from its native habitat in Asia 
Minor on American soil. It will hardly be necessary to 
give in detail the many efforts that were made from 1891 


up to June, 1899, to introduce the bug that was to intro- 


duce commercial] fig culture on this continent. 

In 1897 the Department of Agriculture at Washington 
became sufficiently interested, and Secretary Wilson took 
the necessary steps through the Division of Entomolugy 
to bring about the introduction of the fig wasp. Con- 
signments were received from agents of the department 
stationed in southern Europe in 1898, but none of the 
insects became established. 

The effort was repeated in 1899, when there arrived in 
Fresno on the 6th and 15th of April, two consignments of 


the winter crop of Capri figs, each wrapped in tinfoil, 


packed in cotton in wooden boxes. These reached their 
destination in good shape. On cutting open one of the 
fruits, it was found to contain many live and fully de- 
In acknowledging receipt of the figs, 
Mr. Roeding expressed some doubt as to the success of 
the undertaking, answering that it might still be neces- 
sary to import wild, or Capri, fig trees direct, in order to 
afford the insect a chance to develop in a natural way. 
In this, however, he was to be agreeably disap- 
pointed. In June of 1899 an employé informed him that 
he had found seeds in some of the Capri figs, which to. 
him was singular, as he had performed this same work 
of artificial caprification before, but found no seeds. On 
examination, what were apparently seeds were in reality 
galls containing the insects. Thus, after eighteen years 
of persistent effort, and the expenditure of much money 
and valuable time, the Smyrna fig message was delivered 
to Garcia, and the little fig wasp was brought to Ca- 
fornia, and the production of the Smyrna fig on Ameri- 
can soil became a veritable fact.

What the Association Does. 


What is the Philadelphia Vacant Lots Cultivation As- 
sociation? Its superintendent, A. F. Powell, can answer 
that question best. He Says: 

“This association is a charity, but a charity that aims, 
paradoxically, to be not a charity at all; that aims to 
help as a friend helps, without causing among its pen- 
sioners that degradation which is termed in sociology, 
“the pauperizing influence.“ | 

“The association borrows from certain benevolent 
owners of real esiate vacant tracts of land. These tracts 
it divides into quarter-acre gardens, which it lends to 
poor people—to old men principally, to invalids, and to 
maimed persons. The gardens are in various sections of 
the city, and to each pensioner a plot is allotted that is 
home. The association advances to these 
pensioners all they need to farm with. They begin in 
April to work. They are engaged pleasantly and health- 
fully for two or three hours a day, and by June they 
Start to take in their crops. At the end of the season 
they have vegetables enough to see them through the 
winter. 

“All this food comes to them through their own work, 
and hence they feel that they earn it. To be supe 
they do not pay rent for the land they till; but, on tie 
other hand, they improve the land greatly, grading it, 
cleaning it, beautifying it. Thus, since they increase the 
value of the land, they do in a very practical way pay 
rent, and thus the paradox is achieved of a charity be- 
ing not a charity at all. . 

“The association was organized in the hard times of 
1897, when an unusually large number of able-bodied 
men in Philadelphia could get no regular employment 
There were loaned to it 27 acres of land; $2500 in 
money was contributed, and, in the deat year, 96 fam- 
lilies earned $6000 in vegetables. In the second year 40 
acres of land, and $2266 were placed in the association's 
hands, and crops worth $9700 were raised by 140 families, 

“In the third year 72 acres were cultivated, and 249 
families, involving 1495 persons, produced a crop valued 
at $14,511. To accomplish this, $2650 was expended. 

“Thus the association has grown, until now it is culti- 
vating 200 acres. There are 794 gardens, and 3775 per- 
sons tilling them. The toial product in vegetables last 
year was $50,000. The total cost of the conduct of the 
association was $5556. |

“It is very gratifying to state that the acreage culti- 
vated in the past season is nearly 26 per cent. greater 
than that cultivated in 1901; 52 per cent. greater than 
in 1898, and 635 per cent. greater than in 1897, the year in 
which the work was begun. The number of persons 
sided has increased at about the same ratio, while during 
this period the cash cost per garden or family has de- 
creased from $18.25 each in 1897 to to $7 each in 1902, or | 
more than 62 per cent. oe 

“The association helps mainly the maimed, the old 
-and the invalid. It helps those who would otherwise go 
down in the fierce fight for existence that goes on in a 
big city. Since its beginning it has aided 2500 families, 
consisting of 14,600 persons. They have cultivated ia 
-gardens 2608 quarter-acre lots. from which’ they have | 
gathered benefits to the amount of $135,000." 

The Vacant Lots Association is an elaboration and a 
perfecting of the idea of the late Hazen F. Pingree of 
Michigan. Mr. Pingree, when Mayor of Detroit, loaned 
to the unemployed poor of the city the unused city 
lands, and on these for several years garden truck—po- 
tatoes in the main—was grown. But with the return of 
industrial prosperity the idea was abandoned. 

With the Detroit system as a base, the Vacant Lots 
Association has developed into a unique and many-sided 
institution. It teaches modern farming thoroughly; 
many of its graduates have taken ho'dings in Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, and are doing well; and therefore 
it may be called a trade school.

A FILIPINO BELLE. 


Ion SHE APPEARS WHEN FULLY ATTIRED FOR 
THE BALLROOM’S GAYETY. 

{April Housekeeper:] In describing the costume of a 
Filipino belle, one begins naturally at the slippered 
feet and works toward the diamond-decked hair. The 
first thing is the media, or long stocking, usually of 
silk, and ofien beautifully embroidered about the foot 
and ankle, the embroidery being plainly seen because 
of the low-topped, heclless chineias, or slippers, usually. 
worn, whigh are often beautifully embroidered on the 
top. Then comes the vestida, the long train dress, 
fastened by a band at the waist, and usnally allowed to 
trail at the left side. When caught up out of the way 
it is passed across the front of the body and fastened 
to the belt on the right side. This vestida is made of | 
gilk, satin or velvet, very rich, and as the eSpanish taste 
for red, yellow and pfack is shared by the Filipino, the 
floor of a ballroom while a baile is in progress is more 
or less of a poem in those colors, with occasional hints 
of blue and green. Usually these ball and dinner ves- 
tidas are eleganidy and expensively hand-embroidered 
in silk, as much as five hundred to one thousand dollars 
being often the cost of a single dress skirt. 

The next garment is the camiseta, which performs the 
function of the American shirt waist. It surrounds the 
underclothing that enfolds the upper portion of the 
body, having a low neck, but not cut décolleté—no Fal- 
ipino woman would wear a décoletté dress—and has 
very wide, short sleeves. It is made of the beautiful 
thin pita cloth, manufaciured from the fiber of the 
pincapple leaf, and is practically transparent. The cloth 
is sufficiently stiff to cause the large sleeves to stand 
out from the arms and shoulders, and not cling to them 
as silk and cotton goods will do, and is, therefore, much 
more suited to the warm climate of the Philippines. 
This camiseta is also usually embroidered expensively, 
sometimes in white and sometimes in delicat? tints. 

The coalla, or collar, is also made of the thin, stiff 
and expensively cmbroldered pifia cloth. It is about tbe 
size of the small opera shaw! worn in this country, and

THE CHINESE CAPITAL AS A Los 
ANGELES WOMAN SEEs IT. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


EKING, Feb. 28.—The globe trotter, worn with 
P varied sights in many lands, who says that Peking 
is not worth the time and trouble, since the Im- 
perial City is shut og, forgets that during only one short 
- year of foreign occupation was the Imperial City ever 
open to the great unwashed; he forgets the natural 
oddity of the Celestial capital, and the wondrous march 
of modern story which has given that capital a vital and 
a world-wide interest in the last three years. Even the 
approach astounds the stranger, and recalls peculiar 
traits, for which this nation is renowned. Miles of 
dreary gray earth stretch like vast prairies, treeless, 
shelterless, but very fertile for produce, and green with 
the fruits of the earth in summer. 

Near Tien-Tsin sluiceways from the river ramify the 
ground, and natives scoop up the water to irrigate the 
earth with a basket which holds a few gallons. Pa- 
tiently, untiringly, the men wear out life in this process 
of hand and basket irrigation. Thus, everywhere is 
human labor unproductive in the Orient. Man is the 
slow machine, and most loth is he to give up old ways 
and accept the new.

putting things in pawn does not mean dire poverty in 
China. The pawn is the storeheuse for those who possess 
surplus clothing. It is the housekeeper’s equivalent for 
packing down with camphor and tobacco. In summer 
the winter wardrobe is stored away, and in winter the 
summer wear is packed down in the big pawnshop. 

The dining-hall was the center of a dense stockade, 
around which was a network of crosscuts and alleys, 
where the passer rubbed shoulders with the walls, and 
never slid twice the same way to his den. Little de- 
tached houses of one or two rooms, filled up the court, 
and every boarder lived alone in his separate villa. A 
tintinnabulator swung outside the window, and re- 
sponded to a rusty wire from within. Silent, unobtru- 
sive John never missed thestinkle, and when he fired up 
the air-tight room, the occupant caught a flery hint of 
what it would mean to die in his sins. The bed was 
duilt for one’s forefathers, but it was not conducive to 
sleep.

No precautions are taken, and one sees many faces 


ravaged by disease. Quite often the listener calmly teln! 


the missionary, after service, that a violent case of . 


smalipox is raging at home. Often the victim comes to 
meeting in the early stages of the disease. The foreizn- 
ers practice vigilant vaccination, and usually escape. 
Cholera, likewise, runs its force unchained, except by 
foreign interference, to which the native is bitterly op- 
posed. The Chinese is always economic, and our methods 
of destroying and fumigating are to him a wasteful ex- 
travagance.

ROM the seventh of January the outgoing trains 
** Delhi were filled, one might say, to the roof. 

It seemed to us that the arrangements for train ac- 
commodation were extremely crude and very annoying, 
for any number of people could buy tickets for a cer- 
tain train and had to trust to luck to get a berth, as 
nothing was reserved. Consequently all manner of ex- 
pedients were tried, such as taking an up train and 
meeting the one you hoped to take eventually, or camp- 
ing out for two or three hours at the station. As we 
were especially anxious to start on the night of the 
%th, we elaborately interviewed the station master 
and learned that if one were a very influential person, 
by speaking to the passenger traffic agent, there was a 
possibility of getting the first choice of berths in the 
ladies’ reserved carriage, but even then we must come 
at least an hour beforehand; in any other case one must 
come two or three hours in order to get one’s pile of 
luggage nearest the line. I asked in rather melancholy 
tone what happened if it proved impossible to get a seat 
at all, hoping that the answer would be that more car- 
riages would be provided, but was told cheerfully that 
in that case the money was refunded, of course. Very 
obliging of the company, truly! 

As our very influential friend found that it was quite 
useless to consult the passenger traffic agent, we de- 
termined to start at eight o'clock for the station, have 
dinner in the dreary waiting-room, and simply take the 
reserved ladies’ carriage by storm, if we could. So we 
settled up our account at the camp and found it to be 
most surprisingly under what we had been told we 
would have to pay. The board came to one dollar and 
sixty-six cents a day for the two weeks, wines, soda 
water and all included, stabling and food for the horses 
and tips to coachmen and sais, our bill came to sixty 
dollars each. As we had been told that it would come 
to at least £2 a day, and as one of our friends had paid 
£72 down for the two weeks we felt very content, and 
having seen our luggage stacked up in a bullock cart 
with the three bearers atop, and the two ayahs in a 
third-class ticea gharri, we mounted our very uncom- 
fortable carriage for the last time, and sped stationward. 


At the Staticn. 


Pandemonium is really a mild word for the scene at 
that station. It is a huge place with bridges leading 
from the platform of one track to another, and there is 
never any one by any chance to tell you on which line 
your train comes in on and how you get there. After 
prowling about in search of that too illusive station 
master, both in groups and separately, we decided to 
ask any who appeared to have a grain of intelligence 
in his countenance; at least we women made that de- 
cision; men, | have observed, never stoop to that 
method of obtaining knowledge. At least our plan was 
a success, and in one hour exactly from eur arrival at 
the station we had succeeded in wending our exasper- 
ated way, two at the head of a long line of coolies going 
single file with our luggage on their heads and one 
bringing up the rear, to the No. 3 platform, where the 
whole mass was dumped in a pile and the eight or ten 
coolies proceeded to envelop their heads, bodies and 
toes in the voluminous folds of their white chuddars, 
and to squat on their heels in a circle around the pilé, 
on top of which proudly perched the three bearers, 
where they waited contentedly for two hours, when they 
“headed” it all, not “shouldered it,“ dumped it into the 
carriage fon us and we gave them two annas, four cents, 
each. Such is existence in India! 

It being after 9 o’clock by that time, we found that 
the restaurant had considerately closed its doors and 
that we could get only a cup of tea and some bread and 
butter to satisfy the gnawing pangs of hunger. The tea 
was made of hay, stale hay, I felt sure, and tlie butter 
was al] but cheese, the bread sour and the milk beyond 
the pale of possibility, so three very cross people paid 
a rupee each and went out to seek a “penny in the slot” 
machine and procure some chocolate. ö 


Three Hours on the Platform. 


Ihave never before found a station in any known 
corner of the earth, wh there was not at least one 
of those machines, but Me Delhi station was not even 
the possessor of half a one. Time does not always fly 
by any means, and it erept and crawled that night as 
we three forlorn mortals Stood for three hours more 
on the platform waiting for the train. No place to sit, 
for if we routed out the coolies some one else might 
sieze them and never see them again; if we mounted 
the vast pile in place of the three bearers, we“ would 
surely know their faces no more in that seething, 
shrieking, howling, odoriferous crowd. The platform 


| was packed, absolutely, and by 11:30—for the train was 


an hour late—we were so securely wedged in that it was 
nearly impossible to move, and in spite of all that long 


walt. when the train arrived, we found the first-class 


carriage full and had to get into the second-class one 
for ladies, which holds six in place of four, but into 
which we were more than willing to go, and which 


proved to be very comfortable indeed. Of course, the 


company ought to have refunded the difference in the 


tickets, just half, but as we were told that it never was 


done, we did not not make the suggestion. 


Rare City of Jaipur. 


There are towns native in India, towns architectural, 
and towns comfortable, but there is one town only which 
combines the three, and it is Jaipur. 

One's most vivid mental pictures of a city of the East 
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and its inhabitants pale before the reality of Jaipur and, 
as one drives through the broad and beautifully clean 
streets one can pick out at every cerner or house door, 
a character from the “Arabian Nights.” We reached tite 
comfortable and picturesque hotel Kaiser-i-Hind at half- 
past three in the morning, after a drive of ten minutes 
through the darkness, and found it to be a low stucco 
house built around three sides of an open court, which 
was full of potted plants, all the lower rooms window- 
less and opening on the court, or its wings, but with 
three upper rooms, which we at once appropriated, open- 
ing on the roof, beautifully large and bright and car- 
peted with a very pretty red and blue Agra carpet. 
Under the arches of the court stood a white swathed 
figure holding a very large and very feebly lighted lan- 
tern, who, after much parleying and interpreting was 
persuaded to show us to the palatial upper rooms, his 
idoa evidently being that the hotel must be filled from 
the ground up, and in twenty minutes or less we were 
reposing on our own feather mattresses under our own 
sheets and blankets and rugs, and on the road to the 
land of dreams. We got up so late the next morning that 
chota hazri—early tea, with fruit and toast—was neg- 
lected and were quite ready for a 9 o'clock breakfast of 
fried fish, chops and boiled potatoes, coffee and marma- 
lade or fruit. 


A Morning Drive. 


We found that a notice had already come for us 
from the Minister of State, that the Maharajah, having 
been informed of our arrival, placed at our dispogal a 
state elephant, which would meet us at eleven o'clock 
that same day at the foot of the hills on which lay the 
old royal town of Amber. We made all possible haste 
and started forth in the dreadfully uncomfortable hotel 
carriage, which was swung very high off the ground, 
with leather-covered cushions which sloped down to- 
ward the front, and skirting the town, toward which our 
eyes turned eagerly, took a drive of nearly an hour to 
the Amber Hills. The road was good, as we have found 
all the roads in India, but dusty, even though it was 
the winter season, for the most part under niim, pepul or 
banyan trees, or a very graceful species of acacia tree, all 
of which seemed to be filled with large monkeys having 
long, silver-gray hair. We were greatly interested in 
their antics, for they seemed of a very lively tempera- 
ment, and were greatly amused at the length of their 
jumps, especially when one huge creature leaped en- 
tirely across the road, from one tree to another, just 
in front of th@ carriage. Some of them were so tame 
that the sais standing at our backs had to utter ear- 
piercing shrieks before they felt compelled to get out 
of our way. 

The road was full of leisurely natives in gay colors, 
of okkas, or native two-wheeled carts for two, drawn 
by small gray or white bullocks with horns and hoofs 
painted a bright leaf green; of strings of camels loaded 
with brushwood or sacks of grain, and in fact was 
alive with eastern color and life, such color as is never 
seen out of India. As we neared the hills we passed a 
cemetery full of domed tombs, on the steps of which 
gayly-dressed natives were seated eating their tiffs, 
which seemed to consist of one or two chupatties, a 
large, thin pancake, or perhaps a raw turnip—cheerless 
fare it looked. Evidently death has few terrors for 
these children of the sun, for their evening meal is as 
often as not taken on the steps of the beautiful tombs, 
and at night the cemeteries are usually full of their 
tiny flickering fires, beside which they crouch all night 
and cook their early morning breakfast. 


Aboard a State Elephant. 


As we drew near the foot of the hills we beheld with 
great delight, our state elephant, a huge creature cov- 
ered ali over with a scarlet cloth and having on his 
back an open howdah Covered with red, which appeared 
to us like a low red box. The enormous creature was 
swinging restiessly from side to side and gently waving 
his trunk. Of course he was made to kneel in order 
that we might mount him, and, of course, he grunted 
as he did so, and we mounted a ladder and climbed over 
into the howdah, clinging on for dear life as he slowly 
and ponderously rose. 

I had already had a half hour's ride on a camel, and 
| was prepared for the same kind of motion in riding 
an elephant, but I found it less disagreeable than I had 
expected, for whereas the camie! had, or at least the one 
| rode had, a dreadful three-cornered rocking motion, 
our old elephant, which they told us was a patriarch 
of the elephant stables, swung along so slowly and 
gently that it was only in turning corners or going over 
slippery places where he took short steps for safety, 
that we were at all uncomfortable. 

The town of Amber, dating from the second century, 
still nestles in ite charming gorge in the hills, with the 
lake at its feet, and it is protected by the ancient wall 
which girdles the surrounding hills, its watch towers 
in ruin, but its old fort on the highest hill of all, in 
perfect preservation, many times I dare say. 


In the Palace Court. — 


We wound our slow way up the hillside, through the 
beautiful arch of the palace wall and on up into a large 
court, where under an enormous pepul tree the monster 
knelt, the ladder was produced and we clambered down 
it. After presenting the elephant with a few biscuits 
and some pieces of sugar, which he received with 
evident pleasure, we were taken up a noble flight of 
marble stairs past the place where we were told a goat 
is sacrificed each morning to the terrible Kali, the wife 
of the god Siva the Destroyer, in place of human sacri- 
fice of former days, through the small and dainty rooms 
of the tat'es of tha harem. and even to their marhble 
bath; out on to a roof from which we had a lovely 
view over the valley across the ‘lake and even beyond 
the “encircling hills,” and finally into a small court, 
where, by a fountain, surrounded by palms, lemons and 
many different ferns, we sat down to rest, and, if I must 
confess it, eat our lunch. It is a lovely palace, with its 
screens of pierced marble, its doors of sandal wood in- 
laid with ivory arches and columns of carved alabaster 
and latticed galleries, and it lies silent in the brilliant 
sunshine except for the patter now and again of a bare- 
footed native coming exhibit some sort of a deform- 
ity and get bakshees One forgives it the few rooms 
inlaid in the destestable mirror mosaic, and tries not to 
think of the slain kid, but goes softly forth with the 
rustle of the palm leaves and the bubbling of the foun- 
tain in one’s ears, and the maze of delicate columns 


and marble screens fill one’s sight,

The Claims of the Cactus Family. 


N THE first place the Cacti are a very purely Amer- 
12 family and worthy of recognition as being 

among the “early settlers.’ They have, like other 
“first families,’ a peculiar and significant way of mak- 
ing their presence known in society, and yet with. proper 
recognition of their merits there is no member of the 
floral world mrore genuinely full of delight for the plant 
lover than these tame Cacti. 

Theirx greatest attraction consists of their curious 
shapes and odd formation, their many-colored spines, 
their oftentimes enormous blossoms of exquisite texture 
and subtle and delightful perfume. Not even the won- 
derful Orchid family can offer a greater variety of 
forms than the Cacti. Some of the largest and most 
valuable collections of plants in the world are of Cacti, 
whose owners find an almost unceasing delight in their 
collection, so great.is their variety, and so unlimited 
the possibilities for further increase in species and 
special development of individual plants. The fact that 
their care is of a simple nature and that their beauty 
increases with age is as well in their favor. 


Public Gardens. 


During the life of Henry Shaw. that eminent flower 
lover of St. Louis, Mo., the study of the Cacti family 
end their availability in fine gardening effects was given 
1 great impetus by the magnificént collection of Mr. 
shaw. I can recall spending mahy days, when a child. 
wandering about among the weird and curious forms of 
the three thousand Cacti then in this great private collec. 
tion. At Mr. Shaw's death this garden was left to the 
State of Missouri, and is now cared for by trustees aga 
great botanical garden to which many people may have 
easy access, the garden being maintained by the large 
bequests made it from Mr. Shaw’s great fortune. This 
collection was from the first especially famous the world 
over among scientists because it comprised the wonder- 
ful Opuntias and Cerus from the collections of Prince 
Salm Dyck, one of the great authorities on the Cacti, 
which fact alone made it for years tse Mecca of botan- 
ists, our own, great authority, Dr. George Englicmann, 
conducting his researches there for years. The place 
has as well been one of great popular interest, and since 
the World's Far authorities have placed the site of 
their exhibit immediately adjoining the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Gardens (Shaw's Gardens.) the world will enjoy 
as well this wonderful exhibit of Cacti, in 1994. 


California’s Cactus Gardens. 


A number of fine private collections of Cacti are 
found in California. Golden Gate Park, in San Fran- 
cisco, makes a good showing. The Arizona garden in 
Monterey is popular with travelers. At 
Santa Barbara, Coronado and San Diego, as well as in 
Los Angeles, are severa! interesting smal! private col- 
lections. At Riverside in a public park is a unique ar-. 
rangement of Cacti. C. R. Orcutt of San Diego has been 
for years an original invesiigator and ecSliector of the 
cactus iu its native haunts, and has in his private col- 
lection probably twelve hundred species. Mr. Orcutt 
has also been engaged for some time in adding to the 
great collection of E. W. Scripps at his great country 
residence at Miramar. A few days ago I drove to Mir- 
amar and found one of the most remarkable, and in

many ways, most beautiful ranches that I have seen in 
California. Mr. Scripps’s experiments in forestry, and 
_ bis original and striking achievements in laying out his 
broad acres to the best advantage in the way ef land- 
scape art are worthy of an extended recital, but if this 
article I shall refer owly to the great cactus collection 
which already comprises several thousand fine speci- 
mens from every part of arid America, as well as many 
euliivated species.

The Cactus Family Names. 


The great family of the Cacti are classified according 
to their most distinctive peculiarities, their manner of 
growth. and so on. Some are upright, others clinging 
or trailing, some round, oval or globose, while their 
spines are of most diversified color and style, but al- 
ways with a decided point!. , 

The principal families are Mamillaria, Cereus, Echino- 
eactus, Echinocereus, Anhalonium, Rhipsalis, Epiphyl- 
lum, Melocactus, Pilocereus, Phyllocactus and Echinop- 
sis. They are all easily propagated from the seed, but 
life is not long enough to make this method of culture 
worth while, since they take so long to grow and flower, 
and cuttings are so easily made, or one may buy small 
plants of the specialists at a very small price, save in 
the case of rare species. * 7 

The largest Cactus known is the Cereus gigantea of 
Arizona, which often aitains a height of fifty feet. 
Cereus commbrinas is a cylindrical cactus that attains 
great height and is a very beautiful night bloomer. I 
have read of a hedge in the garden of the college of 
Oahu, two miles from Honolulu, that is 1500 feet long. 
which has had 10,000 blossoms open on a single night 
and which fills the whole neighborhood with its won- 
derful perfume. The Grani(flora is another wonderful 
Cactus, an epiphite, and with stems, the small spines 
in clusters, and threadlike roots which attach them- 
selves to the nearest support. Most of these have 
eream and white blossoms, but C. rostratus is a beau- 
tiful red cereus. 


Cactus Diseases, and Insect Pests. 


Decay at the roots or in the stem Is about the only 
@isease Cacti are subject to, and if it is remembered 
that they belong to warm, dry countries and therefore 
should be watered with moderation and judiciousness 
this disease may be practically avoided. However, when 
struck by disease use the knife to remove the diseased 
portion, rubbing the cut with a little finely. pulverized 
eharcoal or lime. I have noticed symptoms of approach- 
ing disease in favorite plants once or twice, a, yellow 
tinge of countenance” or a dispd tion to be all spines 
and no blossoms. Such a plant I have deliberately 
torn up by the roots from its pot, or the garden bed 
as the case might be, and lai@it on the shelf to dry a 
few days. The “rest cure” will do wonders for an 
Echinocactus or Mamillaria, and upon replanting they 


} will speedily show vigor, and blossom freely. 


House plants are more liable in California to attacks 
from the Msect pests than those grown in the open air. 
My own collections have at times been attacked by the 
mealy bug, and by various forms of scale. When either 
one first appears it may be removed with a sharp- 

stick, or by syringing. A vigorous washing 
syringe or garden hoe will sometimes suffice. 
but in the case of the mealy bug, which secretes itself 
among the spines, and resembles a bunch of white cot- 
ton more than anything else, I found a ke ne emul- 
sion very efficacious. This emulsion is made in the 
proportion of a tablespoon of oil to a pint of milk, the 
two put in a jar and thoroughly shaken until mixed to 
a creamy consistency. A spraying with pure alcohol is 
recommended by some growers for small and valuable 
plants. 


Their Neighbors. 


In garden planting the matter of juxtapostion should 
ever be a main consideration. Especially may the ef- 
fect of a cactus garden be ruined by overcrowding of 
specimens, or unsuitable surroundings. While great

There is notning so at- 
tractive about a sideboard as whai goes on it—the glass, 
the china, the silver, and it is fitting that the arcbitec- 
tural part should not compete with what is intended to 
render it decorative. 

The main hall has an oak wainscoting. Its wall color- 
ing will be tan. The decorations of the sitting-room and 
parlor on either side are in lighter shades of the same 
color, the parlor being rather more brilliant than the 
other rooms. The woodwork of the parlor will be 
birdseye maple, and that of the sitting-room white 
maple. The floors in all these rooms, also the halls and: 
main stairs, will be of white oak. 

The connection between the kitchen and dining-room 
is underneath the gallery of the main stairway. Within 
easy distance from the kitchen is the stairway leading 
to the basement, and also the stairs, to second 
floor and attic. 

The arrangement of the butler's pantry, with its glass- 
faced cupboards, sink and tables, is clearly indicated in 
the plan. The kitchen pantry is fitted up with cold 
closet, kneading board, flour bins, cupboards, etc. Fac- 
ing the side entrance, leading in from the porte cochere, 
there is a lavatory, coat closet, etc., for convenient use 
after returning from a drive, and before egjering the 
main part of the house. 

The second floor contains five bedrooms, batbroom and 
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| servants’ room, which is separated from the front part 
of the house; the rear stairway continues to the attic. 
The toilet and bathroom are separate. There is a 
clothes chute and dumb waiter on the second floor, to 
the cellar; also a large linen closet, one large closet for 
each bedroom, and stationary washstands installed in 
the passages between te different bedrooms. The entire 
second floor is io be finished in cedar. The attie, with 
the exception of a servant's room, with bath, and a 
dark room for photographic purposes, is finished in one 
large room over the body of the house, and is to be 
fitted up as a gymnasium. The laundry is in the base- 
ment, which also contains the heating apparatus, ard 
fuel and storerooms.

The Crane Family. 
3 DESCENDANTS ELIGIBLE TO EVERY 
PATRIOTIC SOCIETY. 
By a Special Contributor. 
N O FAMILY in the country has a more honorable 


record than that of the Cranes. bad 

The earliest mention of the family appears in the 
year 1637, the name being variously spelled Crane, 
Cran, Cranne, Crain, Craine and Crayne. 

Jasper Crane, who came from England in 1637, with 
Alice, his wife, was the emigrant ancestor. All efforts 
to discover Alice’s family name have been unsuccessful, 
although much time and money have been spent in the 
search. 

Their son, Jasper Crane, second, who was born in 
1651, was one of the prominent men of New Haven 
colony, and one of the original settlers of Newark, N. J. 
His numerous descendants are scattered throughout the 
Middle, Western and Southern States. 

He was one of the Committee of Safety to protect the 
New Haven colony against De Ruyter, the Dutch ad-

miral, who cruised in the Long Island Sound, and 
threatened the settlements. 

During the Revolutionary War, the Connecticut col- 
ony, to increase facilities for coast defense, put into 
service three boats or galleys. One, called “The Crane,” 
was named in honor of the family, who stood so loyally 
by the colony. It was sent to New York to assist in its 
defense, under Gen. Washington. Even the exact cost 
of The Crane has been recorded—£1013, 6s, 10d. 

Of other Cranes, who gave their services to their 
country, there was Ebenezer Crane, a private of the 
militia designated as the “Lexington Alarm.” Members 
of the family served as privates, corporals and captains, 
not only in the Revolution and all colonial wars, but In 
that of 1812 and the Mexican War. 

Any one who can claim a Crane as an ancestor has no 
trouble in proving eligibility to the various patriotic 
societies—Colonial Dames or Revolutionary Daughters 
and Sons. 

Love of country has ever been a distinguishing trait 
of the family, as well as upright business principles. 
No descendant, so far as known, has ever been a crim- 
inal, a pauper or a suicide. 

When Edmond Andros demanded the surrender of the 
charter of Connecticut, Benjamine Grane was one who 
opposed him. 2 

According to the records, Benjamin was a person of 
independence, or was so considered, because he de- 
ferred his marriage until he had reached the ripe age 
of one score and ten. Early marriages were the rule 
then, and to defer such an important event until thirty 
years of age, must have required no small degree of in- 
dependence. 5 

The general court of the Connecticut colony ordered 
that no young, unmarried man, unless he were a pub- 
lic officer, or had a servant, could keep house alone, 
except by license of the town, under a penalty of twenty 
shillings per week, and that no head of a family should 
entertain such young men under a like penalty, with- 
out liberty from the town. ä

Chilton, near Sudbury, in Suffolk, is the home of the 
Cranes. They lived at Chilton Hall a moated manor 
of some distinction, and were lords of the manor. 

In Chilton Church is an elaborate marble monument 
to the memory of Sir Robert Crane, who was knighted 
by James I. He is in armor and kueeling with clasped 
hands. His two wives are represented beside him. 
They, too, are kneeling in devotional attitude, with 
clasped hands.

| of our foxes, when they begin to go out on limited hunt- 
ing expeditions with both father and mother. Both of 
the parent animals are very attentive to the young 
brood, seeming to fear no dog, no matter how large, but 
being wise enough to avoid man, no matter how smal! 
or how harmless he may appear. On the long spring 
afternoons the mother wil! play with the youngsters hy 
the hour, while her mate watches the approaches to the 
home from a convenient knoll or other vantage point. 
Then is the time for the wise dog to keep himself ex- 
ceedingly scarce, for the two old coyotes will fight to- 
ether with the unity and skill of two trained soldiers. 
Their teeth are exceedingly sharp, and they know how 
to use them with a skill unequaled by any dog. The 
young are usually full grown by the last of June, but 
they do not branch out for themselves until well on 
into the next spring. by which time they have been 
inught all that a well-trained coyote should know. 

Most of the hunting done by these auimals is, con- 
trary to common belief, carried on in the carly morn- 


ing, rather than at night. The band gathers together 
and howls itself hoarse before midnight. but there is 
very little danger to hen roosts while this concert is 
voingon. The hunt rarely begins before 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the morning, and, if the usual spring fog prevailg, 
often lasts late into the dax, though after darkness lifts 
i few poultry yards are visited, the killing being confined 
to rabbits, quail, or other wild animals and birds. 
| When the young go out for their first few hunts, they 
go alone with their parents, nor do they mingle with 
the larger pack until the early fall, when the band win 
sometimes comprise twenty or more individuals. 

In the pursuit of the long-legged rabbits, coyoies show 


or other obstructions in the way, an average coyote will 
|overhaul and kill a jack-rabett in a short run. But 
monly hunt in pairs, or even in packs, relieving each 
other in the longer runs and cutting off the escape of 
the hunted animal by turning him short, and atberwise 
wearing out his wind.“ On the great Tulare plain, 
where both rabbits and corsotes are very abundant, the 
little wild dogs hunt in packs, running the rabbits zlowly 
up to the summit of a low range of hills which rise 
by slow degrees from the level plain. Once at the top, 
the coyotes redouble their speed, and catch their prey 
eacily on the down-grade, the jack-rabbit being unable 
to run down hill with ease at anything but a very slow 
gait.

That the coyote. as a class, has done and is doing the

THE Southern California Anti-Tuberculosis League is 
an organization, the purpose of which is described in 

a circular issued by the president, Dr. F. N. Pottenger 

of Los Angeles, of which the following is an extract: 
“The purpose of the League, as its name indicates, is 


to use its influence in preventing the spread of tubercu-. 


losis. This it can carry out in many ways; in educating 
the people as to the nature of the disease: in instructing 
the afflicted; in aiding the poor and in coéperating with 
the sanitary authorities in preventing the spread of in- 
fection. 

“The league is not to be exclusively a society of med- 
ical men; on the contrary, it is desired to have enrolled 
as members all who are interested in the prevention of 
tuberculosis.”

C. J. K. Jones and Mayor Snyder. The secretary of the 
league is Dr. Rose T. Bullard, Bradbury block.

In regard to sugar, the statements of the Phrenological 
Journal are somewhat misleading.

Any bland, non-stimulating or mucilaginous drink 
is helpful in cases of catarrh of the bladder. The ed- 
itor of this department has no knowledge of the efficacy 
of parsley tea. A good tea to take at night is made from 
sweet marjoram. Five-cent packages may be obtained 
at drug stores. Another good thing, to alternate with 
this tea, is flaxseed tea, which is beneficial and healing 
to the bladder and kidneys, beside acting «as a mild 


aperient. Coffee should be avoided. Weak tea is per- 
missible. Plenty of soft water should be taken between 
meals. Adopt a light dietary, free from condiments. 


Beer is especially to be avoided in this complaint. If 
any alcoholic stimulant is taken, the best is a little 
pure gin or Scotch whisky.

much smaller. As Mr. Read has received a number of 
inquiries as to method of packing, variety of fruit, etc., 
he has submitted the following data: 
“The fruit was of Thompson's improved navels, care- 
fully picked and packed. It was perfectly clean and was 
not brushed at all; the boxes were of special design for 
the exporting trade. From the tree to the car greatest. 
care was taken to avoid jarring the fruit in any way 
and Mr. Read believes that this special care was largely 
responsible for its condition upon arrival in China. 
“We are inclined to the belief that another factor 
entered largely into the situation, viz.—the fact that 
nearly all of the time of transit the fruit was on the 
water and consequently not subject to the jarring inci- 
dent to travel by rail. 
“If this theory is correct, the completion of the Pan- 
ama canal wil] have a far more important bearing on 
the horticultural interests of California than we were 
at first inclined io believe. If it shall be thoroughly 
proven that shipments of fruit via the water route can 
be made to the Atlantic seaboard and to European ports 
cheaper and at the same time arrive in better condition, 
the question of freight rates, icing charges and time 
schedules will be effectively answered. 


A Water System. 


HE San Jacinto Register announces that R. J. Wa- 
ters, the ex-Congressman of Los Angeles has offered 
to build a hundred-thousand-dollar water system for 
San Jacinto, and a committee of fruit growers had been 
appointed to confer with Mr. Waters. 


Electric Power Plant. 


HE Summerland Advance announces that an electric 

power and lighting plant is to be located at Summer- 
land for the purpose of supplying the entire coast section 
from Carpenteria to Santa Barbara. In connection with 
the enterprise there is also a plan to construct an elec’ 
tric railroad between these points. 


Tulare County Oranges. 


4 MONG seciions north of the Tehachepi that really de 


quantities, is the footuill region of Tulare county. Some 
years ago the seedling oranges of Porterville, Tulare 
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wheat, this adding much, of course, to the total product 
of the surrounding country. This means also large herds 
of cattle and sheep, and it is learned that some of the 
best breeds in America are owned there. To the south 
of Tustin, much attention is given to the production of 
alfalfa. which is very profitable. Dairying is keeping 
pace with the increase in crops, and two creameries are 
in full operation, the product increasing wonderfully the 
past two years. 

“The facilities for irrigation are unsurpassed, the 
water coming from the Santa Ana River and furnished 
by the Santa Ana Irrigation Company, some two hun- 
dred miles of canals being in operation at the present 
time. As to the town proper, there are two general 
stocks owned by Messrs. B. F. Cogswell and A. Geity. 
A large hotel built by the late Sanford Johnson, and at 
an expense of $21,000, is one of the finest buildings there. 
From information considered reliable it is learned that 
a company has in contemplation the making of the 
building into a sanilarium, which is considered a good 
investment and would supply in an eminent degree the 
needs of such a community as this. 

“There are two neat churches erected by the Pres- 
byterians and Christians with a total membership of 
about two hundred, while there are quite a number of 
people whose organizations are unrepresented, who 
wroship at one or the other of these churches. The cen- 
sus gives a population of about 1000 souls. In regard to 
sanitary considerations, the climate may be said to be 
unus@ally healthful, and the community cannot be ex- 
celled anywhere. Tustin is on a branch of the Southern 
Pacific Railway, the Santa Fé being about a mile dis- 
tant. The schools are in an excellent condition, having 
nine grades, and housed in a substantial and commo- 
dious building, surrounded by ample grounds. 

“The place is appreached by well-kept roads, along 
which are suburban houses, modern in appearance and 
appointment and the distance of Tustin from the ocean 
exempts it from the dampness and chill of the imme- 
diate coast, while not far enough inland to be affected 
by the heat of summer. In fact, from every point of 
view we repeat that Tustin furnishes the requisite ad- 
vantages for an ideal home.”

Tue California Cultivator quotes one of its represenia- 
tives on this subject as follows: 

“There can be no doubt that the fruit is fine, for the 
few oranges I have had a chance to try were most ex- 
cellent, sweet and luscious. 1 say the few, for in all my 
travels among orange growers { have never seen cleaner 
picking. A search over a good part OT a ten-acre grove 
of navels rewarded me with but two specimens, but they 
were fine. 

“At Exeter the orange groves are at the base of the 
foothills, climbing the gentle slopes and over the crest 
of some of the lower hills. Jack Frost still holds forth 
out on the plains and among the “hog-wallows.” At 
Lindsay they have extended the limit some distance 
from the hills. J. J. Cairns has a fine grove<that must 
be nearly three miles out and there are several at one 
and two miles from the hills that look thrifty. 

The advantage they have here is the possibility ot 
early marketing. The navels are all picked and shipped 
before the bolidays and before there is any danger of 
a freeze and at good prices. Another advantage, which 
makes a good saving in producing the fruit, is the entire 
freedom from scale. No smutty fruit to wash. 

“A number of Southern California people appreciate 
the advantages wffered here for orance grow.ng. Among 
others are S. A. Bagg. formerly of Riverside, now Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner for this dis.rict; Hugh Latimer 
and W. M. Castleman, both of Riverside; J. B Eagle 
of Los Angeles; C. F. Burr and brother of San Fernando; 
R. M. Teague, the San Dimas nurseryman, who has pur- 
chased a desirable piece of land, and many others. The 
nursery business, especially for citrus stock, is attract- 
ing considerable attention. The Lindsay Citrus Nursery 
Company has the largest plant so far in this locality. 
John Hedberg is the manager and has a large force now 
at work setting out plants.

| “The promotors. of the enterprise are drawn to this 
Stute by the abundance of cheap fuel oil which it is 
proposed to use in the smelter. It is assumed that it 

will be cheaper to carry the ore from Mazatlan to a 
‘point on the California coast adjacent to the Lompoc and 
‘Los Alamos or McKittrick oi) fields, than it will be to 
transport the fuel oi to Mazatlan, although iron ore is 
subject to a duty of $1 per ton. However, the tariff 
cuts no special figure in the case, as the market for the 
product of the smelter is in this country. 

“Port Harford will be the seaboard terminus of the 
Midland Pacific Railway, whose construction from 
the Kern county fields is now assured, Experts of the 
syndicate have, however, been inspecting the oi] meas- 
ures in the vicinity of Lompoc, in Santa Barbara county. 
The distance between that oil field and the seaboard, at 
Lompoc ‘landing, is so short that the Mexican smelters 
will doubtless be attracted to its advantages as a source 
of fuel supply, provided they are convinced that it can 
be permanently relied upon. ~ 


“The important feature of the enterprise to California 
is the evidence it contains of the widespread influence 
the knowledge of an unlimited production of cheap fuel 
here is producing in manufacturing circles abroad. The 
remoteness of the iron deposits of Mazatlan from the 
site of the proposed smelter is practically no barrier to 
‘the enterprise. Iron ores are transported long distances 
| by rail from the mines to the smelters in some of the 
Nortbern and Southern States, whereas in this case the 
ore will be carried over the ocean highway at a nominal 
cost lu steamships equipped with oil-burning furnaces.”

A Beautiful Lily. 


W. FRAZIER, a local flower fancier, had on exhibi-

flower from Mexico—a half-hardy cousin of the amaryl- 
lis, and was named for a Hamburg naturalist who sent 
the first specimen to Linnaeus for identification.

«all lovers of flowers, and an occasional reference to them 
when specimens are received lends interest to these 
yotes. I learn with regret that the improvement of 
Zudlong avenue will remove the Phytolacca, er mam- 
noth pokeberry tree referred to in a previous note as the 
only tree of this species of the genus known in the 
United States. The new curb line will be laid, cutting 
right through the trunk of this interesting specimen.

Value of Walnut Wood. 


ERE is one of the strangest and most interesting 

items relating to the land I have ever seen, and 
there is a wonderful mine of interest to draw upon by 
way of comparison. Fifty years ago black walnut tim- 
ber was as plentiful as oak in the central portions of the 
Mississippi Valley. By reason of its durability, and the 
ease with which it oduld be worked walnut timber was 
largely used in the construction of bridges. One of these 
old structures in Indiana is standing today. It is 150 feet 
long and the timber is as sound ‘as it was when the 
bridge was built, about the middle of last century. The 
county has just decided to replace the wooden bridge 
with steel, and finds the walnut timber is worth $15,000 
or enough to build a new steel bridge and have a mar- 
gin of $7500 to be returned to the country treasury. 
The steel trust has no terrors for a public with walnut 
bridges to sell. . 


Failure of the Apple. 


N THE orchard of A. McCormack, at Toluca, there 

was a failure of an apple crop last year. The public 
is not interested greatly in one fruit orchard, but in the 
cause of a failure lies general interest. Mr. McCormack 
says his neighbors have good crops with the same va- 
rieties and in the same soil. I suggested lack of pol- 
linating varieties and referred him to a pamphlet on the 
apple, recently published by the Board of Supervisors of 
Los Angeles county and to be bad for the asking at the 
office of the Horticultural mm.

High Commendation. 


LATE issue of the Porterville Enterprise says: 

“Deputy Horticultural Commissioner Dillon has 
inspected to date nineteen cars of orange trees, which 
have arrived from Los Angeles—seventeen for Porter- 
ville and two for Zante. The cars held from 700 to 2000 
trees each, averaging about 1900 trees to the ar. He 
found the trees e and free from disease. 

This is a great praise of the nurserymen and tree 
dealers of Los Angeles county, and should be remem- 
bered by those who have made themselves believe that 
nothing but infected trees are grown heré. The labor 
of overlooking so many citrus trees has been im'mense, 
0 great in fact that I know the purchaser of two car- 
loads of these trees was willing to receive them at an 
Alhambra nursery without inspection. While it may he 
true that black scale cannot live at Porterville as 
claimed, we must not forget that the same was claimed 
for Riverside. The latter section now spends a large 
sum annually in fighting this scale. though a much 
easier proposition than in the cooler localities nearer 
the coast. The principle at stake should. however, pre- 


clude the transportation of scaly trees no matter what 
the circumstances.

Trec-planiing Activities. 


N DRIVING through the country since the advent of 
the hoavy rainstorms one is struck with the acid 
ties in orchard planting in the main fruit districts cf 
the country. It will be seen that the development of 
the frui: iaterests of Southern California is by no Means 
compicte, but will go on for years before all the avai!- 
able territory is covered with orchards and vineyards 
Of course the aggregate of plantation is not a clear gain 
in acreage, for much of the new territory is made up of 
substituiion—ihe replacing of orchards once given to 
olives and deciduous trees, but found unprofitable in kind 
and variety. However, it will appear from the attend- 
ant figures thai an enormous gain will occur this 


| spring in the acreage made productive through the es- 


tablishiment of new orchards. 

The number of trees aad plants inspected for removal 
at Los Angeles, Pasadena, Pomona, Rivera and tie 
Azusa Valley during the month of March alone amounts 
to 474,034. Of these at least 200.000 are citrus trees 
buds and seed-bed stock. These five points by no means 
cover the field, but furnish the only actual figures avail- 
able. Perhaps as many more planis have been handied 
in all the other localities of the county, approximating 
one million as the record for the past month. Other 
months during the winter have shown great activities 
in this line. One reason for this phenomenal showing 
is the prevalence of old-time rains, promising a fair 
start for deciduous trees, economical maintenance of 
citrus trees and plenty of water in the lower strata for 
some time to come. As evidence of the new conditions 
to be enjoyed by the farmers | notice that the Arroyo 
Seco is maintaining a run-off of a flood of water ten 
days after the last min and bids fair to continue. for 
many days. This wash is usually dry 365 days in the 
year, and in the gixteen years | have known it has 
never before shown such a continued volume of water. 
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The Painted Lady. 


A VERY pretty name for a very pretty insect, but 
such is the title of the little winged westward-ho 
butterflies whose flight has engaged the attention of 
observers from Corona to Santa Barbara and all along 
shore. When reference was made to this peculiar in- 
sect and its studied flight seaward last week specimens 
had not been captured and identified. Examination of 
this butterfly shows it to be the Pyraemis cardul, the 
painted lady or the thistle butterfy—either of which 
is an appropriate name. Two weeks ago the flight be- 
gan and still continues, the larvae and chrysalides trans- 
forming from the insects natural food, in this case the 
native thistle. This butterfiy is the most widely dis- 
tributed of all butterflies, and receives the latter name 
from its fondness for the nectar of the carduus bene- 
dicta, one of the “blessed thistles,” which it has fol- 
lowed from the eastern ends of the earth to the Pacific, 
where this plant has become adventive from the gardens 
of the Mediterranean. 

What a strange little insect in its habits! When the 
earth was cursed with weeds it seems strange that the 
curse should also rest upon the most repulsive weed by 
becoming the food for the caterpillar of the most abun- 
dant of all the butterflies. Ali over Europe, North and 
South America, Australia, the isles of the sea—wherever 
the curse of Eden has scattered are found millions of 
the “painted ladies” seeking to destroy the thorny 
thistle leaves, and, @nally to extract the sweets from 
the blossoms before winging their way to the unknown— 
in this case death in the cold waves of the western 
ocean. Some seasons this insect is scarce, others it 
fairly swarms, and this is one of the times it is flitting 
literally in millions. To the letters of inquiry from 
Santa Barbara and elsewhere brought out by the note. 
in last week's magazine I will say the plant food re- 
quired by this insect is abundant in the hills of Los An- 
geles county. Hence there is no mystery in the multi- 
tudinous appearance of this butterfly.

‘THE FARM. 
No Such Thing as “Corn-Wheat.” 


HE Department of Agriculture reports that enormous 

quantities of letters are being received from farmers 
in all parts of the country asking for information con- 
cerning a so-called “corn-wheat,” usually at the same 
time requesting samples for trial. 

These letters are the result of widely-published news- 
paper reports. The department authorizes the statement 
that there is no such thing as “corn-wheat,” and that it 
is probable no hybrid of corn and wheat could ever be- 
produced, or at any rate one that would be fertile. The 
grain which caused the newspaper publications, the de- 
partment says, is known correctly as Polish wheat, al- 
though it is not native to Poland, as the name might 
suggest. but its original home probably is somewhere in 
the Mediterranean regio The newspaper reports, the 
department says, are c t in saying that the heads 
and grains of this wheat very large, the grains being 
in many cases actually tyfice the size of ordinary wheat. 
The statement that it yfetds from sixty to one hundred 
bushels is, however, probably considerably exaggerated, 
though there may be instances in Idaho and Washington 
in which the yield may reach from sixty to seventy-five 
bushels an acre. The experiments made by the Agri- 
cultural Department and by experiment stations in a few 
places show that the yield is rather disappointing. 

The wheat has been grown only experimentally in this 
country. except in a few places. From experimenis so 
far made the inference would be that the grain would 
be good as hog food. Polish wheat is much restricted in 
its adaptation, and, the department says, could not be 
successfully grown anywhere east of the Mississippi 
River. but only in the great plains region, in Washing- 
ton, Idaho. Montana and other parts of the mountain 
and Pacific States where grain is usually grown. It has 
great resistance to drought. The department has no seed 
in stock. 


THE VINEYARD. 
Nitrate of Soda fou Grapes. 


N an article printed in a French agricultural paper 
G. Chappaz makes certain observations of interest. 

On a clay-lime soil, very stony and rich in potash, the 
effect of nitrate of scda on the yield of grapes and qual- 
ity of wine produced was studied. Commercial fertilizers 
had never been used in the vineyard before. and no 
manure hed been applied for a long time.

THE APIARY. 


The Honey Crop. 


ROSPECTS are still good for a large honey crop this 
ior in all parts of this State. This, of course, does 
not mean that a large crop is assured, for, as our bee 
men have learned by hard experience, it requires late 
rains to develop bloom, as well as early rains to start 
the plant. We have had the early rains, and the bloom- 
bearing plants are in good condition. ahd that is all that 
can be said his time. There has been considerable 
progress in/organizing the bee keepers for purchasing 
and marketing purposes, as well as for the study of the 
bee and its diseases, and the uniform packing of the 
product. All the bee associations appear to be well 
managed, and to save money for their members. Colonies 
are reported in good condition. but it is believed that 
successive seasons of drought have largely reduced their 
number in some of our most important honey-producing 
sections. In Kings and Tulare counties there is a good 
deal of feeling against the bee keepers on the part of 
orchardists, who insist that the bees are responsible for 
the rapid spread of the pear blight. Some of the bee 
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keepers refuse to move their bees during the blooming 
season, and some of the orchardists declare that they 
will “protect their orchards —evidently meaning that 
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A WHEELBARROW EPISODE. 


At some time or other it has been my lot to employ 
practically every mode of transportation in existence. in 
America we hardly realize the fatigue and hardships 
inseparable from journeys along untrodden paths in : 
China, Africa and other regions where the 
shriek of the locomotive is rarely heard. What 
Would the American woman who regards a one- 
hundred mile journey in a Pullman palace car as an 
ordeal to be avoided, say to a ride in a rickety old wheel- 
barrow, a common experience of mine in the remote 
portions of the Celestial kingdom? In many paris of 
China horses and carriages are attached to every well- 
regulated household, but leaving the ports we find tie 
horse an animal almost as rar as he promises to become 
in our own country when the automobile has fully come 
into its own. 5 

In many provinces there are no regular roads, and the 
use of carts is impossible. Here the natives have devised 
a means of locomotion unknown elsewhere, the “wheel- 
barrow built for two.” It is somewhat different in con- 
struction from the American wheelbarrow, but propelled 
in like fashion. The wheel is much larger and comes up 
through the center, with room for a seat on each side. 
One is intended for the traveler, and the other for his 
baggage, and the weight of the baggage must balance 
that of the passenger. I was not aware of this impor- 
tant principle when I started for my initial ride in a 
Chinese wheelbarrow, and consequently my début was 
rather lopsided. But I soon overtook a missionary who 
was bound for the same place I was, and I invited her to 
ride with me. With this young lady and my baggage on 
one seat and I on the other, we were properly balanced. 
The coolie put a heavy strap over his shoulders, and fas- 
tening the ends to the wheelbarrow, he pushed with 
all his might. We made slow progress, and I suggested 
to the missionary that we walk a while to rest ourselves, 
We did not know that it was necessary for passengers 
to alight simultaneously. At my suggestion my com- 
panion jumped lightly from her seat, and my weight 
throwing the vehicle out of balance, I was landed un- 
‘ceremoniously by the wayside. I rose from the dust, 
shook myself, and declared at the nearest village that I 
would forever abandon the wheelbarrow, even if it meant

0: lovely day in February my friend and I set off 


to pay a visit to the studio of Monsieur Felix Tar- 
dieu, frog fancier and master potter as he proudly 
styled himself. A five minutes’ run in the electric tram 
from Mentone brought us to the entrance of the smill- 
ing Borrigo Valley, where we alighted, and taking the 
road on the left bank of the torrent, we followed the 


stream upward for about ten minutes, feasting our eyes 


on the distant blue mountains, which in this wonderful 
southern sunlight have a glory all their own. | 

The air was sweet with the scent of mimosa blossom 
and violets. The musical jingle of bells struck the car 
pleasantly, as a string of mules passed, with heavy bur- 
dens tied on their patient backs, their gayly tasseled 
heads nodding in time to each step. 

We soon arrived at the studio, a square, color-washed 
house, with green shutters, which was distinguished 
from the neighboring buildings by a painting of two 


huge frogs, a green and a blue one on each side of the 


door; while over the entrance was written in large letters, 
“a la Genouille Bleue (at the sign of the Blue Frog.) 
Felix Tardieu, Master Potter.” 

The little door was open, so we walked in and found 
ourselves in the pottery store. It was a room lined 
with shelves from top to bottom, on which were 
crowded, pell mell, in most bewildering confusion, 
vases, jugs, candlesticks, match boxes, plates, cups and 
every possible object you can imagine executed in 
Pallisy ware, and on nearly every piece there was a 
representation of a frog. 

“You could be lighted to bed with a blue frog candle- 
stick, you could take your dinner off a plate where 
cerulean frogs were coquetting with an olive green 
snake of insinuating curves, or light your pipe with 
matches out of a blue frog's body; but I could not ree-

While we were admiring these works of art, Monsieur 
Tardieu himself appeared, and welcomed us most cour- 
teously. He was a sturdy, pleasant-faced maz of mid- 
dle age, with grizzled gray hair and beard and bright 
intelligent eyes; he was in his working clothes, and his 


hat and broad blue apron were smeared with wet clay. 


I explained that we had heard of the fame of his blue 
frogs and had come to see them for ourselves. :

A flight 
of stone steps led up from the yard to the kitchen and 
down these came Monsieur Tardieu, bearing with graat 
care a large glass bow! which contained the precious 
hylas for our inspection. 


The Living Models. 


Yes, there they were, without a doubt, four little tree 
frogs of the brightest cobalt blue you can imagine. I 
could hardly believe they were real; they looked as if 
they were made out of china, and so we laughingly 
told their owner, who assured us most seriously that 
they were genulne, and immediately put his hand into 
the box and poked up the poor creatures into a sem- 
blance of activity. One lazily stretched a vivid blue leg. 
another opened its oval dark eyes and looked at us as 
if bored to death with continual admiration. They were 
about.two and a half inches long and in al! respects like 
the green tree frog, Hyla viridis, which is found in Cal- 
ifornia, except for their coloring, which was a bright 
opaque blue above, and a bluish white underneath the 
body. One of the specimens had a slight greenish tinge 
on its head, but as Monsieur Felix explained, this blem- 
ish would grow no bigger but would seem smaller as 
the animal increased in size. Inside the bowl] was 
a flower pot full of water, which served as a swimming 
bath. It was embellished on the outside with white 
cockle shells, in the hollows of which the frogs used to 
craw! and flatten themselves out into a. shapeless rgass 
and go to sleep.

even twefity francs; then I sell them for a hundred 
francs ($20,) to some very rich person who wants a 
curiosity and is willing to pay for it.. Last year I sold 
four. The gardener at the orientale found one in the 
grounds of the hotel; a superb little creature, blue as 
the Mediterranean. I offered him 20 francs for it, 
but he refused, thinking he could make more money by 
showing it to the people, but he will not, for it will die, 
as he will not know how to take care of it, and then he 
will wish he had taken my 20 francs. 

“Sometimes | sell, sometimes not, but the people come 
to see my frogs, and those that can not afford to buy a 
blue one can at any rate get a green one for 25 centimes 
(5 cents.) or they buy a bit of pottery, and so my 
shelves are emptied.” Which showed that the potter 
had some knowledge in the gentle art of advertisement. 


Discovery of the Frogs. 


“How long have I kept them? Well, it was fifteen 
years ago that the first blue frog was found; my little 
girl got it when she was playing on the hills, and brought 
it home in ber hand. It was a little, little one. ‘Father,’ 
she cried, delighted, ‘see, I have found a blue frog.’ 
‘Impossible,’ I said; ‘never was such a thing known.’ 
She opened her hand and out jumped the blue frog. 
Mon Dieu! What an astonishment; a veritable blue 
frog! 

To our question whether these creatures multiplied 
when in captivity, replied, regretfully: “That we 
have not been able to accomplish; they lay eggs, but the 
eggs never come to anything. Perhaps we have not here 
the proper nourishment; I do not know. It may be that 
in their natural state they are able to get a more varied 
menu; here they have only flies, toujours perdrix— he 
shrugeed his shoulders and spread out his hands elo- 
quently. 


Ingenious Frog Cages. 


“And now you shall see my pottery cages, my original 
design, which I present to every purchaser of a blue 
He held out an object like a large, octagonal 
sugar basin, with a lid at the top to lift on and off. On 
one side were a number of small holes, through which 
the flies could pass in, and on the opposite side was a 
little glass window, to which the flies at once flew, 
thinking to escape; then the frogs jumped up and 
caught them. 

He lifted the lid. Under it was a small ledge. “Here 
I put something to attract the insects, meat or sugar,” he 
explained. “That is very simple, is it not? But it is 
just what they want. They have a window in their 
house, but not too big a one, for they like it shady.” 

There were a number of these ingenious little cages 
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all round the studio, some quite plain, and others orna- 
mented with flowers, frogs and serpents. These latter 
reptiles, the potter explained, were very easily made by 
rolling some clay in a small bit of coarse net, which pro- 
duced the scale markings to perfection. 
We admired all his works of art, and purchased some 
pottery as souvenirs of our visit, and og parting the 
“master potter” presented us with a small blue frog in 
Pallisy ware. With much bowing and scraping M. 
Felix bade us good-bye, hoping we would soon come 
again to the Grenouille Bleue.

of single males is higher at all ages than the mortality 
_of single females; the mortality of married males is 
higher than the mortality of married females, except in 
the age period 15 to 44 . . . ; (6) the mortality of 
widowers is higher than the mortality of widows at all 
periods of life.”
